WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The 
United States has appealed to Rus- 
sia and China, in the name of the 
general pact for the renunciation of 
war, to avoid warlike measures in 
Manchuria and adjust their dispute 
in that region over the Chinese East- 
ern Railway by pacific means, and 
has notified fifty-three other nations 
of its move. 

In announcing today that the ap- 
peal had been transmitted to both 
governments, Secretary Stimson dis- 
closed that the United States, as 
sponsor of the anti-war treaty, had 
again taken the initiative in urging 
its oBservance by those party to it, 
and in so doing had appealed to 
world public opinion for support. 


The appeal to Russia and China / 


referred particularly to Article II of 
the Kellogg Treaty, which binds them 
to use only pacific means in the 
settlement of disputes; recalled that 
last July when the controversy first 
arosé in Manchuria both govern- 
ments, in response to a communica- 
tion from Secretary Stimson, gave 
public assurance that neither would 
resort to war unless attacked; and 
expressed the ‘‘earnest hope’’ of the 
United States that they would re- 
frain or desist from measures of 
hostility, 

In conclusion, it warned Russia 
and .China that the respect with 
which they were held in the world 
will depend upon the manner in 
which they carry out their ‘‘sacred 
promises.”’ 


Other Countries Approached. 


The move was not made without 
careful preparation through diplo- 
matic exchanges with other govern- 
ments particularly interested in the 
Far East, namely, Great Britain, 
France, Italy, Germany and Japan. 
There had developed as a result of 
these interchanges, Mr. Stimson 
sald, a ‘‘community of view with re- 
gard to the fundamental principles.’’ 

The United States not only united 
these five governments in order to 
send nearly identical communications 
to Russia and China, but notified the 
forty-eight other parties to the Kel- 
logg treaty of its course and the op- 
portunity they had to join in the ap- 
peal. 

As a result it is already assured 
that other governments will take ac- 
tion along the line of the United 
States and that there will be seen a 
great marshalling of public opinion in 
the civilized world in support of the 
Kellogg Treaty in its application to 
the Manchurian crisis. Assurances 
were received late today that France 
and Great Britain were acting in 
support of the American thesis, and 
similar moves. are expected on the 
part of many other powers. 

The significance of this goes far 
beyond the controversy over the 
Chinese Eastern Railway into the 
status of international relations gen- 
erally and conceivably may have an 
important bearing upon the London 
naval conference. 

The marshalling of world opinion 
behind the anti-war treaty will, it is 
believed, demonstrate that that com- 
pact. is a reality.. That the Kellogg 
treaty as a living force should give 
a great impetus to the -movement 
for naval reduction -has been ad- 
mitted in many capitals, Although 
Mr. Stimson said that the recent

SHANGHAI, Dee. 2.—C. T. 
Wang, Foreign Minister, today 
notified President Chiang Kai- 
shek in an interview in Nanking 
of: his -determination to resign, 
which he reiterated in a speech at 
the Foreign Office, declaring him- 
self responsible for the deadlock 
in the negotiations with Japan, 
and for the Sino-Soviet impasse, 
and. stating: that the question of 
extraterritoriality was too difficult. 

Though General Chiang, in the 
usual face-saving manner, has 
earnestly asked Dr. Wang to re- 
tain his post, it is believed here 
that he is slated for early retire- 
ment, because some head must be 
offered to save the face of the

JAPAN REFUSES TO JOIN 


Considers Russia and China 
Need No Outside Help to Set- 
tle Manuchruian Dispute.

MOSCOW, Dec. 2.—Obstinate si- 
lence was maintained in official cir- 
cles here regarding Secretary Stim- 
son’s communication about Man- 
churian affairs to the signatories of 
the Kellogg pact. So far as Moscow 
is concerned, it might not have been 
received at all, to judge from the 
absence of information or comment. 

In point of fact, Moscow doubtless 
considers that the American Secre- 
tary’s suggestion has become obso- 
lete, because it was made prior to 
Mukden’s acceptance of the Soviet 
terms for negotiations now proceed- 
ing more or less briskly at Khaba- 
rovsk in Eastern Manchuria. 

Should a reply be made, it#will 
doubtless express the same viewpoint 
as the reply to the belated—though 
naively pre-dated November 14—pro- 
posal of Nanking to negotiate. In 
short, it will say that as the Soviet 
is now discussing the Manchurian 
question directly with the party prin- 
cipally concerned—namely, Mukden— 
it thanks the Secretary for his good 
offices, but finds them no longer nec- 
essary. 

Not the least interesting phase of 
this curious little piece of Oriental 
diplomacy is that all three parties 
most closely connected with the Man- 
churian imbroglio, the Soviet, Muk- 
den and Japan, all have equally good 
reason not to wish outside interven- 
tion, whether that of Nanking, the 
United States or the League of Na- 
tions. Especially, perhaps, Japan, 
which may well hope to get certain 
advantages in regard to railroad 
tariffs and freight shipment—to say 
nothing of other political or econom- 
ic benefits—from the Soviet-Mukden 
agreement, if it can be reached. 

At present best-informed opinion in 
Moscow considers the prospects of 
such an agreement fair enough, de- 
spite efforts on the part of Nanking 
and others to put a finger in the 


Manchurian pie. No matter what 
may be believed or asserted in Lon- 
don or Washington, your correspon- 
dent has good reasons to be con- 
vinced that Red troops occupy no 
considerable area of Manchurian 
territory—if any part at all—and cer- 
tainly are not conducting, or for the

Representative Disavows Wife’s Debt for Furs; 
Wins Suit on Plea of Forbidding Credit Buying

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The hus- 
band who gives his wife money 
to pay cash instead of.having her 
buy on his credit won today in a 
decision by the District of Columbia 
Court of Appeals, which excused 
Representative George Huddleston of 
Alabama of liability for a $245 debt 
for furs bought by his wife. 

The Alabaman had said he gave 
Mrs. Huddleston $75 in cash each 
month for her personal expenses and 
had forbidden her. to pledge his 
credit. She purchased the furs on 
credit, nevertheless, making a small 
payment on a coat and fox scarf 
costing $253. 

Judgment in favor of the husband 
was rendered in the Municipal 
Court and the fur merchant sued out 
a writ of error. Justice Charles H. 
Robb in today’s decision said it 
would tend ‘‘to check extravagance, 


one of the most pronounced modern 
evils, and at the same time protect 
husbands who, in good faith, have 
made such provisions for their 
wives as their means and station in 
life warranted from debts thought- 
lessly and needlessly contracted and 
often beyond the capacity of the 
husband to pay.”’ 

‘‘Moreover,’’ the decision contin- 
ued, ‘‘it does not require the discern- 
ment of a Solomon to appreciate 


that the unauthorized purchase of 
goods by a wife whose husband has 
adequately provided for her inevita- 
bly will have a tendency to disturb 
and possibly disrupt their conjugal 
relations.’’ 

As for the merchant who makes 
such a sale as involved in the case, 
the Appeals Court held he must 
learn whether a wife has authority 
to pledge her husband’s credit.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The out- 
standing feature of an otherwise 
drab opening today of the first regu- 
lar session of the Seventy-first Con- 
gress was the introduction by Repre- 
sentative Willis C. Hawley of Ore- 
gon, chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, of a joint resolu- 
tion to speedily fulfill the Hoover 
administration's promise of a tax cut 
of $160,000,000, ‘ 

The resolution would cut the corpo- 
ration tax from 12 per cent to 11 per 
cent and reduce the normal income 
tax levy by 1 per cent. 

The proposed slash will apply only 
to 1929 income, on which the taxes 
will be due in 1930. 

The measure. was referred to the 
Ways and Means Committee, which 
will make a prompt report, so that 
the House, followed by the Senate, 
can act quickly and send the resolu- 
tion, which wil] have the effect of 
law when signed by the President, 
to the White House before Congress 
recesses for the Christmas holidays. 

Senate in Session Nine Minutes. 

The Senate was in session nine 
minutes, the House barely more than 
an hour. Both adjourned out of re- 
spect for Senator Francis E. Warren 
of Wyoming, last Union veteran to 
sit in Congress, dean of the Senate 
and chairman of the Senate Appro- 
priations Committee. Senator War- 
ren died after adjournment of the 
extra session. 

The first annual message of Presi- 
dent Hoover will be read in the Sen- 
ate and House tomorrow. 

The House assembled at noon after 
what amounted to a holiday of near- 
ly six months. The Senate began the 
first sitting of the regular session at 
the same hour, but its holiday had 
lasted only for the brief period since 
it adjourned the extra session on 
Nov. 22, a week ago last Friday. 

Gloomy skies from which rain, in- 
termingled with sleet, poured stead- 
ily, were symptomatic of the leth- 
argic and spiritless return of the 
Senate. In the House, however, an 
atmosphere of jollity prevailed. The 
Representatives laughed heartily 
when a messenger from the other 
end of thé Capitol announced. sol- 
emnly that the Senate was ready for 
the transaction of business. 

The prolonged laughter was symp- 
tomatic of the reaction of the peo- 
ple’s representatives to the failure 
of the Senate to pass the tariff re- 
vision bill after it had it under con- 
sideration for months during the 
extra session. 

While the Senate was working on 
the measure, or supposed to be 
working, the House was merely 
going through forms of legislative 


activity. It had completed its busi- 
ness before Summer began, and has 
been waiting ever since for the Sen- 
ate to catch up with it. 

Both Houses took a recess on June 
19, the Senate until Aug. 19 and the 
House until Sept. 23, but when the 
House reassembled it found there 
was no prospect that the Senate 
would get through with the tariff 
bill for a long time. 

So the handful of Representatives 
who had returned to Washington 
would solemnly meet twice a week 
and on each occasion would imme- 
diately adjourn for three days at a 
time, as the Constitution permits 
one House to do without the consent 
of the other.

The first snowstorm of the season 

dealt New York a blow yesterday, 
hampering air and street traffic, 
causing one death and many. minor 
accidents, giving the city’s millions 
new discomforts in overtaxed sub- 
ways and slippery streets, and sound- 
ing the. call for the city’s army of 
street cleaners to muster for its first 
snow battle, 
‘Four inches of snow, mixed occa- 
sionally with sleet, fell between 10:25 
A. M. and 6:45 P. M. The snow 
brought with it a slight rise in tem- 
perature, giving the city some relief 
from the cold wave that had gripped 
it for several days. 

One death in Chappaqua and an- 
other in Paterson, N. J., marked the 
descent of the storm in the metro- 
potitan area. Mail and commercial 
aviation at suburban airports was at 
& complete’ standstill, all mail 
destined to be carried by plane being 
brought into or sent out of the city 
for a considerable distance by train. 


‘Much Colder’ Tonight. 


More snow was expected to fall 
some time during the night. The 
showstorm will end today, the 
Weather Bureau said, but. tonight 
will be ‘‘much colder.’”’ The tem- 
perature yesterday averaged 31, 
reaching its high mark of 36 degrees 
at 9:45 A. M., after having been 
down to a minimum of 25 above zero 
or seven below freezing at 3:30 A. M. 

Cold weather prevailed from the 
Rocky Mountains to the Atlantic sea- 
board and penetrated deeply into the 
South. The stormy weather that hit 
New York was considerably more 
violent in the Great Lakes region 
and along the Newfoundland coast. 

Many Great Lakes vessels were 
battling to keep afloat in what was 
one of the worst storms on these in- 
land waters. Several vessels were 
reported in distress, more than a 
score were overdue at the Soo locks, 
and Lake Superior was strewn with 
more wreckage than has ever been 
seen there before. 

The storm pounded the Newfound- 
land coast, as well as Central and 
Western Canada, and at St. John’s, 
N. F., the fate of three freighters 
and a dozen schooners was in doubt. 

Shipping in New York was not af- 
fected, but gales that are customary 
on the Atlantic at this season are 
expected to cause some delays in the 
arrival of various ships. 

All coastwise traffic entered the 
port of New York on time. Ferries 
kept up a normal schedule between 
Manhattan and Staten Island, South 
Ferry and Brooklyn, New York and 
New Jersey. Last night the upper 
bay was fairly clear, offering nor- 
mal visibility, but there was a slight 
fog in the lower bay, insufficient, 
however, to cause any serious delay 
to shipping. Sandy Hook reported 
light fog off the coast with only a 
moderate Winter wind. No distress 
calls from ships were received here.

Policemen Testify That Gambler 
Would Not Even Say if He 
Was Shot in Hotel. 








REVOLVER SHOWN TO JURY 





Detective Asserts ft Was Found 
Near McManus’s Window— 
Mrs. Putnam on Stand. 





The determination with which Ar- 
nold Rothstein, conscious that he 
faced death, refused to tell who had 
shot him or where he received his 
wound was described yesterday at 
the trial of George A. McManus for 
the murder of the gambler. The de- 
fendant heard the story .of Roth- 
stein’s silence with the same immo- 
bility he has shown since his trial 
began. 

A slender young physician, who 
found Rothstein lying wounded in a 
service lobby of the Park Central 
Hotel, said that the. patient had 
shaken his head when he asked how 
he had been injured. A timekeeper, 
who had pillowed the wounded man’s 
head, said Rothstein had muttered 
“IT won't tell you.”’ 

A tall, uniformed policeman, who 
had stood beside the huddled figure, 
had asked for the identity of the as- 
sailant. He had jotted in his police 
notebook—‘‘Rothstein said ‘I won't 
tell you.’’® A veteran detective, one 
who had known “A. R.”’ well, had 
bent low over the suffering man and 
put the all-important questions. 

Refused to Tell Detective. 

‘‘What happened to you, Arnold?” 
Detective Patrick Flood had asked. 

“I’ve been shot,” said Rothstein, 
gazing up at the officer. 

‘‘Who shot you?’’ 

“T won’t tell you.”’ 

‘‘Were you shot in the hotel?’”’ 

‘Please don’t ‘ask me any more 
questions.” 

The detective said that he had 
tried, again, when Rothstein was ly- 
ing in. Polyclinic Hospital awaiting 
the operation for the removal of a .38 
calibre bullet from the groin. Roth- 
stein managed to smile faintly. This 
time he did not reply. He merely 
placed his right index finger on his 
mute lips. 

McManus, at his attorney’s table in’ 
the room in the Criminal Courts. 
Building, watched the witnesses as 
they told of their vain efforts to. dis- 
cover the identity of, the man who, 
according to the State, shot Rothstein 
in Room 349 of the hotel on the 
nigut of Nov. 4, 1928..

emerged from the Parliament build- 
ings to the general public created a 
great sensation in London. There 
was momentary fear on the part of 
the Conservatives and momentary 
hope on the part of the radicals that 
at last the Socialist Government was 
really going to carry out the policies 
for which one part of the country 
damns it and the other part 
blesses it. 
The Welfare Measures. 

Although the various welfare méas- 
ures, such as pension bills and un- 
employment acts, already introduced 
by the government are really social- 
istic in the sense that they take by 
taxation from those who have to give 
to those who have not, they none of 
them have that hallmark of social- 
ism as popularly understood which is 
implied in the words ‘‘public owner- 
ship.”” Hence they have been criti- 
cized by the opposition in and out 
of Parliament merely as unwise and 
uneconomic. 

But today a Cabinet Minister ac- 
tually used the words ‘‘public own- 
ership’ and there was a shudder. It 
was a needless shudder, however, for 
as it turned out the\ expression was 
quite academic and ‘had no more im- 
mediacy. than the expression ‘‘Do- 
minion status for India,’ which all 
British Governments and parties 
have been using for the last twelve 
years without any intimation as to 
whethér such status should be 
granted a year hence or a century 
hence.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, Dec. 2.—We had headed for Axel 
Heiberg Glacier. We knew that Amundsen had reported the highs 
est point of the pass there 10,500 feet high, with towering peaks 
on each side, but would they be so close together that air currents 
would dash us to the ground, hovering as we would be with our 
heavy load near the absolute ceiling of the plane, near the altitude 
where the controls of the plane. no longer function? 


To the right was another great glacier we had seen-on our: basee 
laying flight.. It looked passable: But. was it? It appeared wide 
enough. Were there mountains beyond that would. block. Whiroyer 
which we could not fly ? t 4 

The top of the pass was partly cloud. covered. Would Axel 
Heiberg Glacier be entirely cloud covered?» Clouds so frequently 
hover around the tops of these mountains, even on the. clearest 
days. 


Fog Forming While Fliers Conferred on Course. 


The sun on the bare, vertical rocks sends up warm currents 
which, striking the cold above, formed fog while Bernt Balchen 
and I conferred. Would we choose the unknown —lacier? 

If we should fail to get over and have to turn back down the 
glacier to select another pass we could not reach the Pole. The gas 
would be too low. We would have to turn back to Little America. 
It seemed a flip of the coin. We decided to stake success on the un- 
known glacier to the right. 

The white clouds around the mountains that bounded the top 
of the pass to the right and left merged with white in the centre of 
the pass. Was it snow or clouds, and, if clouds, could we fly above 
them? Would the clouds stretch over the plateau to the South Pole, 
making flying impossible? 


Danger of Collision With Cloud-Hidden Peaks. 


We would have to keep out of clouds while dodging around 
among the mountains, for in the clouds we would almost certainly 
collide with a peak. Soon we had passed near our little cache.of food 
and gasoline more than a mile above it. It was, of course, too tiny 
te be seen from our altitude. 

When we had landed at that base the mountain ridge running 
in an easterly and westerly direction about four miles south of it 
loomed above us from the snow as a very large mountain. Now we 
could see behind it, and to the south, southeast and southwest were 
great towering peaks that made our base mountain look like a 
pigmy. We realized forcefully then how very little indeed the foot 
traveler sees. 

Now below us was the ice line of the Great Glacier. For a 
distance: it was terribly crevassed, cracks running parallel, looking 
like a great washing board—not a good landing place. 


Awed by Huge Shapes Carved by Ice of Ages. 


The mountain peaks and formations that were in our view now 
were awe-inspiring in their majesty, terrible in the colossal shapes 
that had been carved into extraordinary jagged and rounded forms 
by. ice cutting through them for the untold years that the bottom 
of the world has been in the clutches of an ice age. 

As we eagerly looked around we felt very insignificant and small 
among these lofty and eternal peaks which, since the childhood of 
mankind, have symbolized its aspiration. Everywhere we looked 
was some formation probably no living thing had ever before seen, 
for this area, the coldest on the earth, is dead. 


McKinley and June Struggling for Pictures. 


But there was little time for such thoughts. Our plane. was 
a busy plane—a great contrast to our lifeless surroundings. 

There was McKinley with his great aerial camera, elated at 
his opportunity, to record for geography the,..unknown, things about. 
him, snapping picture after picture and panting from his strenuous 
efforts in the rarefied air of our high altitude—the air bumps;throw- 
ing. him about’ as -he aimed his fifty-pound camera through the 
window. 

But all of it didn’t prevent him from looking around and smiling 
at us occasionally. Good old Mac, an. invincible, straight-shooting 
fellow to whom one can’t help becoming attached. 

There was Harold June cranking away at his movingpicture 
camera to get'a panorama of the mountains or dashing over to the 
radio to report our position. 


’ Calmly Testing Gauges at Critical Moment. 


The critical time has come now, the moment we had discussed 
a thousand times. What had been our gasoline consimption? 
and| Would. we have enough left to reach the ‘Pole? Would we have too 
much aboard to climb over the hump? - 

Calmly, even tranquilly, Harold stands examining the gauges 
of the five gas tanks in the great wing. »Then he unscrews.the cap 
of the tank in the fuselage and measures, with a graduated stick,’ 
the gas left in that tank. ” 

Then he cuts open some Of ‘the sealed five-gallon tins, dump3. 
the gas into the tank so that we can throw the tins overboard, 
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Each can weighs hardly a pound—but every pound counts at the’ 


critical ceiling of the plane. 


He figures for a moment on a pad and hands me the result 
with a smile. We have enough gas to go beyond the Pole if we 
don’t have to dump any. Then Harold looks at the engines, listens 
to their hum and examines the gauges. Harold is as expert a 
mechanic as he is a pilot and radio operator. 

Balchen Tense in Fight to Gain Altitude. 

There was Bernt concentrating on his fight to gain altitude, 
still with uncertainty ahead, for the glacier was a long one and 
the lowest point of the pass before us was still above the nose of 


the plane. 


The confused air currents from the cliffs had begun to toss 
the plane about more violently. We could note tenseness and strain’ 
on Bernt’s face as he put himself into the job he was doing so well. 

As I stood there at his shoulder, there flashed into my mind 
for a moment the time we were tossed about.in the night.storm 


clouds in the inky blackness over France on the transatlantic flight. 
I have a good many reasons to know the stuff that is in Bernt. In 


the air and on the ground he plays the game, always true, a capable 


and dependable man. 


Lee Side of Pass Hugged as Wind Increased. 
The air began to get rougher. Bernt hugged the peaks on the 
lee side of the pass, for the air currents there would be more likely 
to carry the plane up than down. We were getting close to the high- 


est altitude the plane could reach. 


A 9,000-foot peak was near us on our right and the wind from 
our left was striking it and being shot upward, helping us up, we 


thought. 


The altimeter showed 10,000 feet, but we could not depend on 
that. The barometer here was likely to read the same as over 
Little America because of local pressure changes. 

Our weight was a bit over 13,000 pounds. To the right we saw 
some deep gorges that surely would mean turbulent air. Bernt eased 
over to the left, where there was a long, fairly smooth slope running 
up to a peak, some 15,000 feet high. 

He avoided the turbulent area, but the down-currents here 
made more difficult the fight for altitude. 

The ailerons failed to respond and the wheel turned loosely in 
Bernt’s hands. Still we were not high enough safely to get over 


the pass ahead. 


Glimpsed Plateau Through the Clouds. 

We saw now the great plateau through the clouds which hovered 
around the peaks to the right and left. It was a critical moment. 
The air was too rarefied to hold up our heavy load. 

Bernt yelled in my ear above the roar of the engines: 

“We must drop 200 pounds immediately or go back.” 

Harold was standing by the dump valve of our fuselage tank. 
A little pressure on the valve and we could let go 600 pounds of 


gasoline. 


If we dumped that gas, we could not reach the Pole and get 
back to the base. Food was the only thing left to throw overboard, 
but would it be fair to those three fellows if we dumped precious 
food? We would be a long time on the Plateau if we should have 


a forced landing. 


We had the food packed in 125-pound bags near the trapdoor 


ready for quick action. 


“A bag of food overboard,” I yelled to Harold. 
Dumping Has Immediate Effect. 


He signaled to Mac, who was standing by the trapdoor. 
“Shall I do it, Commander?” Mac shouted. I nodded. Over went 


ni of the brown bags. 


Bernt looked around and smiled. That little weight had an im- 
mediate effect. A plane, when it is hovering near its absolute ceiling, 
is like a balloon. A few pounds overboard will make her shoot up. 

Things were better now, but I was not sure it was fair to those 


fellows to dump food. 


Bernt was now easing over to the right, where luckily it was 
clear over the lowest part of the pass. We would get out of the 
descending currentg and probably be helped by the ascending ones. — 

We were not high enough yet. 
hard at work with his camera. No matter what would happen, he 


had to record those mountains. 


I felt then that if we had gone down in a tail spin, Mac would 
have taken pictures on the way down. 

If there had been time, I might have told Mac he would have 
to throw his heavy camera overboard to gain altitude. 
true soldier and he would have obeyed orders, but I am sure he 
would have followed his camera through the trap door. 


Gain Altitude, but Slowly. 

Harold went nonchalantly about his many duties as if it were 
all in a day’s work. When he listened to the engines, his pleasure 
plainly showed in his face. The great Cyclone and two Whirlwinds 
went on roaring sweetly. If one of them should stop, down we would 
go to the glacier, unless we could dump many hundred pounds very 


quickly. 


We had gradually gained more altitude, but not enough. A few 
hundred feet now might make the difference between success or dis- 
mal failure. How much hung upon those few hundred feet! 

It was very rough now and Mac and Harold could hardly hold 


their feet. 


Very slowly we went up. Suddenly 


in Bernt’s hands. 


“Quick! Dump more!” he shouted. 

I pointed to another bag of food. Mac shoved it through the 
trapdoor and we watched her hit the glacier. 
fifty pounds of food, a month’s supply for four men, lies out there 


on that lifeless glacier. 


Head Qut on Plateau for the Pole. 
Again it did the trick. We seemed to shoot up. We could not 
let any more food go. Nor could we dump gasoline and have any 
reserve supply left for reaching the Pole. There was nothing more 


to dump. We must make it. 


The minutes went very slowly. At last we reached the pass. We 


had a few hundred feet to spare. 


Bernt gave a shout of joy. There were no mountains beyond 
the pass. The plateau stretched ahead, cloudless and glistening in 
the sun, giving an unobstructed route to the Pole. 

We were over the dreaded hump. The Pole lay dead ahead over 


the horizon, 





In the third and last instalment of Commander Byrd’s story he

Commander Byrd’s flight over the 
North Pole in 1927 was a greater 
exploit than his recent airplane trip 
to the South Pole and back, accord- 
ing to Harrington Putnam of. 404 
Washington Avenue, Brooklyn, for- 
mér Supreme Court Justice, head of 
the geographical department of the 
Brooklyn Institute of Arts and 
Sciences and member of the Explor- 
ers’ Clu 

Mr.. Putnam met Commander 
Byrd a few years ago when he ar- 
ranged for a lecture by the explorer 
at the Brooklyn Academy of Music, 
under the auspices of the institute. 

“Commander Byrd’s recent flight 
was certainly a magnificent achieve- 
ment,’? Mr. Putnam said. “I really 
think, however, that his flight two 
years ago over the North Pole was 
a eater achievement, although, 
perhaps, not so fruitful scientifically 
as the latter flight. He had no bases 
at the North Pole, you recall. There 
was no place to land and refuel. He 
flew over a thousand or more miles 
of ocean. Preparations for that 
flight were not so carefully and 
painstakingly arranged. 

“On Byrd’s flight over the North 
Pole he had no line of depots and 
dog teams stretching almost half the 
distance to the Pole. If his plane 
was forced down on that flight 
there was far less chance of his 
coming out of the region alive than 
if such had been the case more re- 
cently at the bottom of the world. 
Of course, there was a greater avia- 
tion problem facing him last week 
than two years ago. He encountered 
no great ice ‘‘hump”’ to surmount 
at the North Pole. I understand he 
flewy there at a mean altitude of 2,000 
feet. 

“Commander Byrd’s latest flight 
of discovery was magnificent. How 
valuable it will be to science will be 
known when he returns to give us 
his. observations, maps and_photo- 
graphs. It is probable that he will 
be able to supply more South Polar 
geological information than he did 
North Polar data. But the earlier

COPENHAGEN, Dec. 2.—With the 
United States and Great Britain dif- 
fering on Antarctic sovereignty 
rights; Norway ought to be taken 
into «consideration, according to 
Major Tryggve Gran, a Norwegian 
who accompanied the expedition of 
Captain Robert F. Scott. 

Major Gran, now in Copenhagen, 
told your correspondent, that, after 
all, it was a Norwegian, Captain 
Roald Amundsen, who first planted 
his nation’s flag upon the South 
Pole itself. 

Expressions of doubt as to whether 
Commander Byrd actually reached 
the Pole, included in. an alleged in- 
terview with Major Gran published 
in an evening newspaper here to- 
day, were entirely due to a misunder- 
standing, Major Gran explained. 

“In my opinion there is not the 
slightest doubt that Commander 
Byrd flew over the Pole,’’ he de- 
clared. ‘‘However, reports that 
Commander Byrd claims to have ob- 
served traces of Scott’s and Amund- 
sen’s camps after seventeen years do 
seem somewhat strange. Their 
habitations were built of snow and 
one would believe that they long 
since had disappeared.”’ 

Concerning the mountain ranges 
reported by Commander’ Byrd, 
Major Gran said that there was a 
big chain of mountains 400 kilo- 
meters from the Pole, but that it 
was impossible that any mountain 
formations should exist on the great 
Polar Plateau further south than 88 
degrees. 

“From an aeronautical standpoint 
Commander Byrd's flight is a won- 
derful feat, commanding great ad- 
miration,’? Major Gran continued. 
“But it was less dangerous than 
reaching the Pole by sle . Like- 
wise, the danger was less than in the 
case of Commander Byrd’s two 
former more perilous flights over the 
North Pole and the Atlantic.”’ 


None of the New YorxK Truss dis- 
patches from Little America has 
ever told of Commander Byrd com- 
ing —_— traces of the camps of 
Cap Amundsen and Captain 
Scott. By Captain Amundsen’s own 
record of the position of his base— 
Framheim—Commander Byrd has 
been able to go to the approximate 
site, and Little America is located 
not far from it.

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Julius Rosenwald States That 
Negotiations for Merger 
Are On. 





$300,000,000 IS INVOLVED 





Greatest. Mall-Orcer House and Pop- 
ular-Priced Chain to 
Combine.

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—Negotiations 
for a $300,000,000 merger of Sears, 
Roebuck & Co. and the J. C. Penney 
Company into the largest merchan- 
dising . organization in, the country 
are in progress. Reports of the big 
deal were circulated here today and 
were circumstantially confirmed by 
Julius Rosenwald, chairman of 
Sears, Roebuck & Co. 

Sears, Roebuck & Co. now is the 
leading mail order house and also 
the largest retail merchandise dis- 
tributer. In the last four or five 
years the company has branched out 
into the chain-store field and has 
more than 300 stores in various 
cities. Its total business this year is 
estimated around $425,000,000 by 
President R. E. Wood. 

The J. C. Penney Company oper- 
ates more than 1,200 stores and its 
business for this year has been esti- 
mated around $200,000,000. Its sales 
for 1928 were nearly $177,000,000. 

Consolidation of the two concerns 
would result in blanketing the United 
States with a chain of more than 
1,500 stores. In addition, both com- 

anies have extensive plans for fu- 
ure development. The total busi- 
ness would exceed $625,000,000 a year 
and net earnings should be around 
$45,000,000, based on present volume 
of. business and rcentage .of 
profits. The combination would rep- 
resent total assets of around $300,- 

,000 of which Sears-Roebuck 
would contribute about $215,000,000 
and J. C. Penney about $85,000,000. 

Net earnings of Sears-Roebuck 
last year were nearly $27,000,000 and 
those of J. C. Penney were almost 
$11,000,000. 

Both companies have been active 
in effecting mergers in recent years. 
Sears-Roebuck this year acquired a 
controlling interest in Becker, Ryan 
& Co., operating a large retail de- 
partment store in Chicago. A stock 
interest. also was acquired in the 
United Wall Paper Factories. The 
J. C. Penney Company this year ac- 
quired the J. B. Byars and J. 
McCracken Companies, and previ- 
ously had taken over several other 
concerns. 

First reports of the prospective 
merger included Gimbel Brothers of 
New York. in the deal. But. this 
angle was denied by President Wood 
of Sears, Roebuck & Co. He was also 
non-committal on the negotiations 
with the J. C, Penney Company. 

“TIT do not know the details of the 
negotiations with the Penney Com- 
pany, but the other officers are try- 
ing to work them out,’? Chairman 
Rosenwald said. ‘‘They . usually 
work things out without bothering 
me much and then come to me for 
approval. General Wood would be 
most conversant with details.”’

New York City collected on Satur- 
day $57,555,765.03 in taxes, the larg- 
est amount ever received on thg 
final day of the second tax payment 
period, according to a statement yes- 
terday by Controller Charles W.

On May $81 of this year, the last 
day of the first payment period, the 
city set a record with receipts of 
$70,465,757.59. Last Saturday’s fig- 
ure exceeds any previous collection 
for Nov. 30. All the money was de- 
posited by 2 o¢clock on Sunday morn- 
ing in banks which remained open

Controller Berry praised the work 
of the Bureau of City Collections. 
Clerks there worked all day Satur- 
day and until daylight Sunday morn- 
ing, opening, sorting and tabulating 
the thousands. of letters containing 
payments, he said. All letters post- 
marked midnight of Nov. 30 were 
accepted. Sunday’s mail brought re- 
ceipts of $11,703,962.73 in addition to 
the record-breaking sum received on 
Saturday. The total tax collections 
were $69,259,727.76, paid as of Nov. 
30. Controller Berry estimated that 
an additional $5,000,800 would be re- 
ceived from ona districts.

I confided my purpose to a 
few intimate friends and from that 
resolution I have never for a moment 
wavered. 

“I cannot adequately express my 
gratitude to the loyal constituents 
who have elected me to Congress 
without a defeat for thirty-eight 
years continuously, and it is not 
without emotion and regret that I 
break this long association.”’ 


BOSTON, Dec. 2 ().—The question 
of Senator Gillett’s candidacy for re- 
election next Fall has been agitating 
Massachusetts Republican ranks for 
some months. In spite of his long 
service at Washington, opposition 
had developed to his renomination.

OIL LEASE DEFENSE 


Pan-American Counsel at Los 
Angeles Cites Ratification as 
Validating Contract. 








SUIT MAY BE PROLONGED 





Government Will Use Conviction of 
Fall in Seeking Cancellation of 
Terms With Doheny.

LOS ANGELES, Dec. 2.—With bat- 
teries of attorneys arrayed against 
each other in the court of Federal 
District Judge Frank N. Norcross of 
Nevada, sitting in this district, the 
trial of the government suit against 
the Pan-American Petroleum Com- 
any, seeking the cancellation of oil 
eases covering 660 acres in Elk 
Hills, Kern County, valued at $15,- 
000,000, began today with the open- 
ing statements of counsel. It is ex- 
pected the case will last about three 
weeks. 

It is charged by the government 
that the leases involved were ob- 
tained by the Pan-American com- 
py. through fraud between Edward 

. Doheny and Albert B. Fall, for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior, about 
the time that Mr. Doheny is de- 
clared to have given Mr. Fall $100,- 
000 ‘‘as a loan.’ 

Former Senator Atlee Pomerene, 
chief of government counsel, assisted 
by Thomas M. Kirby and Frank Har- 
rison, assistants to the Attorney 
General, asserted that the leases 
were not valid, inasmuch as Mr. 
Fall obtained the Presidential order 
transferring control of the oil lands 
from the Navy Department to the 
Interior Department illegally and 
contrary to the best interests of the 
United States. 

The defense opening statement was 
made by Norman S. Sperry, local 
attorney, with whom is associated T. 
T. C. Gregory of San Francisco, of 
counsel for the Richfield Oil Com-

SAYS STIRES VIOLATED 
CANON IN CADMAN CASE 


Living Charch Editorial Holds He 
Erred in Sanctioning Wed- 
ding Ceremony. 





The action of the Right Rev. Er- 
nest M. Stires, Protestant Episcopal 
Bishop of Long Island, in permitting 
the Rev. Dr. S. Parkes Cadman, a 
Congregationalist, to perform a wed- 
ding ceremony in a Protestant Epis- 
copal Church ‘‘seems’’ to be one of 
direct violation of the canon law, 
according to an editorial in the cur- 
rent issue of The Living Church, a 
national Protestant Episcopal weekly 
published in Milwaukee. 

‘“‘We presume that in this case 
there was no resort to the subter- 
fuge of loaning the church, and the 
case seems to be one of direct vio- 
lation of the canon, which is not 
within the province of any Bishop 
to authorize,’’ the editorial says. 

“If we did not know that the 
Bishop of Long Island was incapable 
of such an act we should feel no 
doubt that this incident was directly 
intended to dissociate himself from 
his brother Bishop of New York in 
defending the law and the policy of 
the Church. 

“This being impossible, we can 
only express regret that the incident 
should have nee ned at this time 
and that the shop should have 
placed any interpretation upon the 
canon that, in our judgment, is un- 
warranted. And we fail to see how 
Dr. Cadman could be willing to place 
himself in so ambiguous a position 
under all the circumstances.’ 

en he was asked last evening at 
his home in Garden City if he wished 
to make any statement regarding the 
editorial, Bishop Stires said: 

“IT have three comments to make: 

“First—Many weeks before the re- 
cent newspaper discussion my ap- 
proval was asked for the desire of 
the rector and vestry of St. James 
Church, St. James, L. I., to lend 
their church for a wedding to a dis- 
tinguished minister of another fom- 
munion, whose denomination has no 
church in that vicinity. As the re- 
quest was reasonable and lawful my 
approval was given. This antedated 
the recent newspaper reports and 
therefore could ve no reference 
to any action taken elsewhere.

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STIMSON SENDS PACT 
REMINDER TO RUSSIA

This applied even to the method of 
delivery. No ‘‘note’’ was dispatched, 
but merely a ‘‘statement,”’ the one 
to China through the American Lega- 
tion at Peking and the other to Rus- 
sia through France, which has diplo- 
matic relations with the Soviet Re- 
public, 

Mr. Stimson did not sign his name, 
the statement in each case being 
read to the official representatives 
of the governments addressed. 

This procedure not only avoided

recognition. The State Department 
was informed promptly that France 
and Great Britain would act with 
the United States. 

“The American Chargé d’Affaires 
at Paris, Mr. Norman Armour,”’’ the 
department announced, ‘‘telegraphed 
the Secretary of State today that the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs has re- 
quested him to inform the eargaayt & 
that he is in complete accord wit 
the action the Secretary is taking to 
stop hostilities between China and 
Russia. 

“Furthermore, to show that he ap- 
proves of the text of the Secretary’s 
communication to the Russian and 
Chinese Governments, he is adopting 
the identical text, translated, of 
course, for his statements to the 
above governments, which were tele- 
graphed as urgent to Moscow and 

eking this morning, the former, of 
course, accompanied by the Secre- 
tary’s statement. Both statements 
the French Ambassador at Moscow 
has been instructed to deliver simul- 
taneously, immediately upon their re- 
ceipt. 

“The French Minister at Peking 
also has been instructed to communi- 
cate the French statement to the 
Chinese Government immediately 
upom its receipt and to endeavor to 
arrange for its delivery to be as 
nearly simultaneous as possible with 
that of the American statement. 

‘‘Ambassador Charles G. Dawes re- 
ported this afternoon that the British 
Government will make a statement 
along the lines of the Secretary’s 
statement.’’ 


Japan’s Attitude Uncertain: 


It is confidently believed that Italy 
and Germany will take similar action, 
but the attitude of Japan is less 
certain. 

Indications are that it may refrain 

from joining in the appeal, not: be- 
cause of any considerations running 
to the Kellogg treaty, but because of 
its conviction that the Manchurian 
situation will clarify itself in due 
course. 
In addition Japan looks upon Man- 
churia as a region of special interest. 
It is this viewpoint which led the 
Tokio Government last July to re- 
ceive coolly Secretary Stimson’s’ first 
appeal to Russia and China to re- 
member their obligations under the 
anti-war treaty. 

At that time there had been sug- 
gested informally, if not more defi- 
nitely, some similarity between the 
appeal and the move made by the 
United States for conciliation and 
inter-American mediation between 
Bolivia and Paraguay over their 
border conflicts in the Chaco regior. 





Not only. Ji but at least one 
other power felt that such an effort 
would be inadvisable. 

The present appeal of the United 
States, however, is on such broad 
grounds and so definitely within the 
scope of the Kellogg treaty that such 
coubts, it is felt, should disappear. 

Secre Stimson pointed out to- 
day that the United States had not 
sought to pass judgment upon either 
Russia or China, and that it had 
been careful not to say that war had 
eccurred either when the Chinese 
Eastern Railway was scized, or re- 
covered. There may be grave rea- 
sons for criticisms on both sides, he 
added, but it is not the part of this 
government to set itself up as an 
arbiter. The American communica- 
tion does not even call for replies. 


Basis for Action Taken. 
The action of the United States 
rests on the following premises, it 


was said: 

A promise has been made in regard 
to war by all the countries party 
to the Kellogg treaty, and war, when 
its starts, is dangerous, as prairie 
fire is dangerous, beyond its origin. 
Every country has an interest in 
preventing it. 

The only method of prevention the 
United States is interested in is pub- 
lic opinion, not by intervention, not 
by an intrusion into the causes of 
the conflict or anything else. The 
American action has been simply to 
inform public opinion and give it an 
opportunity to express itself. 

Katsuji Debuchi, Japanese Ambas- 
sador; Nobile Giacomo de Martino, 
Italian Ambassador, and Roland Ian 
Campbell, Chargé d’Affaires of the 
British Embassy, called at the State 
Department today and _ conferred 
with Secretary Stimson, who read to 
them the text of his communication 
on China and Russia. 

Dr. C. C. Wu, the Minister of 
China, also called at the department 
and conferred with Nelson T. John- 
son, Assistant Secretary of State in 
charge of Far Eastern affairs. He 
declined to comment on the Russo- 
Chinese situation. 

Officials would not comment on 
press reports from Tokio to the 
effect that the Japanese Government 
believes the appeal of Secretary 
Stimson to Russia and China un- 
timely and unnecessary. 

Marc Peter, the Swiss Minister, 
deposited at the State Department 
today his government’s instrument 
of ratification of the anti-war treaty, 
making fifty-six nations bound by its 
provisions. 


Text of Stimson Statement. 


Secretary Stimson announced the 
action he had taken in the following 
statement: 

We have been engaged in discus- 


sions with the governments of sev- 
eral of the other powers signatory 
to the Pact of Paris in regard to 
the situation in Manchuria. Dur- 
ing the past few days organized 
Russian forces have been in con- 
flict with organized Chinese forces 
near Dalainor in Northern Man- 
churia. It is credibly reported that 
many casualties occurred and that 
thousands of the inhabitants of the 
neighboring towns have been 
driven from their homes. 

Although the causes of the con- 
flict are in dispute and the ac- 
counts are somewhat contradic- 
tory, it is clear that serious en- 
counters between military forces of 
China and Russia have occurred. 
It also is clear that during the 
months since this controversy be- 
gan no effective steps have been 
taken by the Chinese and Russian 
Governments looking toward an 
arbitration of the dispute or its set- 
tlement through neutral concilia- 
tion or other pacific means. 

The efficacy of the Pact of Paris 
depends upon the sincerity of 
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the governments which are party 
to it. Its sole sanction lies in the 
power of public opinion of the 
countries, constituting. substantial- 
ly the entire civilized world, whose 
governments have joined in the 
covenant. If the recent events in 
Manchuria are allowed to pass 
without notice or protest by any of 
these governments the intelligent 
stren of the public opinion of 
the world in support of peace can- 
not but be impaired. 

We have found in our discussions 
referred to above community of 
view with regard to the funda- 
mental principles. There has been 
in these discussions no suggestion 
of intervention of any kind. Dis- 
cussions have been directed to dis- 
covering the best means of ex- 
pressing the opinion of each of the 
nations by way of remonstrating 
against the use of force by either 
side in this controversy. 


Note to China and Russia. 


The Government of the United 
States has sent to China and Rus- 
sia the following statement: 

“The government and people of 
the United States have observed 
with apprehensive concern the 
course of events in the relations 
between China and Russia in the 
phase which has developed in ref- 
erence to the situation in Northern 
Manchuria since July 10. 

“On July 18 this government took 
steps, through conversations be- 
tween the Secretary of State and 
the diplomatic representatives at 
Washington of five powers, to see 
that the attention of the Chinese 
and the Russian Governments be 
called to the provisions of the 
treaty for the renunciation of war, 
to which both China and Russia 
were signatories. 

“Both the Russian and the Chi- 
nese Governments then made for- 
mal and public assurances that 
neither would resort to war unless 
attacked. Since that time that 
treaty has been ratified by no less 
than fifty-five powers, including 
China and Russia. 

“The American Government de- 
sires again to call attention to the 
provisions of the treaty for the re- 
nunciation of war, particularly to 
Article II, which reads: 

“*The high contracting parties 
agree that the settlement or solu- 
tion of all disputes or conflicts of 
whatever nature or of whatever 
origin they may be, which may 
arise among them, shall never be 
sought except by pacific means,’ 
and the American Government 
takes occasion to express its ear- 
nest hope that China and Russia 
will refrain or desist from meas- 
ures of hostility and will find it 
possible in the near future to come 
to an agreement between them- 
selves upon a method for resolv- 
ing by peaceful means the issues 
over which they are at present in 
controversy. 

‘“‘The American Government feels 
that the respect with which China 
and Russia will hereafter be held 
in the good opinion of the world 
will necessarily in great measure 
depend upon the way in which they 
carry out these most sacred prom- 
ises.’’

Foreign Secretary Says China 
Planned to Do So, but He Told 
Minister of Washington’s Move.

LONDON, Dec. 2.—The Kellogg 
pact is being put to its first test. 
It is, in fact, receiving precedence 
lover the League of Nations as an 
instrument of peace by the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Great 
\Britain in their joint attempt, an- 
jnounced in the House of Commons 
this afternoon, for settlement of the 
Sino-Russian dispute. It was cheered 
by all Parliamentary parties. 

Foreign Secretary Arthur Hender- 
son, in making his announcement, 
said that Ambassador Dawes, acting 
under instructions of his govern- 
ment, had invited the cooperation 
of the British Government in the 
jissuance of joint representations to 
the Chinese and Soviet Governments 
in regard to the situation in Man- 
churia, calling attention to their ob- 
|ligations under the Kellogg pact. He 
further stated that he had reason 
for believing that an armistice had 
|been arranged between the two na- 
tions. 

“T agreed,’’ said Mr. Henderson, 
““that his Majesty’s Government 
should be associated in such repre- 
'sentations, and they are now being 
made to both governments, and we 


» have arranged with the Government 


‘of the United States to issue simul- 
taneously a statement tomorrow 
morning.”’ 

As to the existence of a state of 
war, Mr. Henderson said that as far 
as he knew neither the Chinese nor 
the Soviet Government had informed 
any other government that they con- 
sider themselves at war. 

‘“‘To the best of my belief,’’ added 
Mr. Henderson, ‘‘the Chinese Gov- 
ernment has taken no definite steps 
to bring the dispute before the 
|League of Nations, but on Nov. 28 
the Chinese Minister informed me 
his government contemplated such 
an appeal. 


Informed of United States Action. 


“I pointed out the difficulty that 
arose owing to the Soviet Union not 
being a member of the League and 
informed him of the action of the 


United States Government. 

‘“‘The Chinese Foreign Minister has 
informed his Majesty’s Minister, now 
that Chinese territory has been oc- 
cupied, he feels the matter must go 
to the League of Nations. 

‘‘According to a telegram from the 
British Consul General in Mukden, 
the Chinese authorities there sent to 
Moscow on Nov. 28 a telegram ac- 
cepting the Soviet terms for reopen- 

The Chinese nego- 
tiators left Harbin on Nov. 30 for 
Habarovsk. 

“On Nov. 28 twelve bombs were 
dropped by Soviet airplanes on the 
Pokotu station. These attacks con- 
tinued on Nov. 29. In reports of 
military operations in Manchuria 
which I have received mention was 
made of heavy losses, but I have no 
figures on casualties on either side 
nor any information, except news- 
paper reports, of any massacre of 
Chinese miners at Chalainor.’’

It re- 
calls that Great Britain was associ- 
ated with the United States in July 
when the attention of the Soviet and 
Chinese Governments was called to 
the provisions of the Kellogg pact, 
to which both were signatories. 

Both governments then gave formal 
assurance that neither would resort 
to war unless attacked. The two na- 
tions are reminded that the anti-war 
treaty now has been ratified by no 
fewer than fifty-five powers, includ- 
ing China and Russia. 

The British Government, says the 
memorandum, jointly with the United 
States, now calls attention to the 
Kellogg treaty, particularly to Article 
TI, and expresses the earnest hope 
that both will refrain from hostilities. 
It concludes: 

“His Majesty’s Government feels 
that the respect with which China 
and the Soviet Union will hereafter 
be held in the good opinion of the 
world will necessarily in great meas- 
ure depend upon the way in which 
they carry out these most sacred 
promises.”’ 


Germany Notified of Move.

PARIS, Dec. 2.—The French For- 
eign Office announced tonight that, 
acting in close cooperation with the 
American Government, identical 
notes calling upon Russia, as a sig- 
natory of the Kellogg anti-war pact, 
to ‘‘refrain or desist’’ from measures 
of hostility in the present Manchu- 
rian crisis, have been delivered by 
the French Ambassador to Moscow 
on behalf of the two countries. Simi- 
lar communications have been pre- 
sented to the Chinese Government 
by American and French diplomatic 
representatives at Peking, thus put- 
ting the Briand-Kellogg pact to its 
first real test of strength. 

It was also disclosed that Great 
Britain and Italy have informed 
Moscow and Nanking, the latter 
through the Peking legations, that 
they fully approve of the Franco- 
American initiative. 

Peaceful Issue Expected. 

Despite pessimistic reports of re- 
newed bombardments in Manchuria, 
French official quarters believe that 


the moral force of the present move 
will restrain the Chinese and Rus- 


‘sians from any further belligerency. 


Furthermore, since both countries 
are signatories of the Briand-Kellogg 
pact and are thereby pledged to set- 
tlement of disputes, whatever their 
nature or origin, by pacific means, 
it is the impression that neither Rus- 


sia nor China will care to fly in the 
face of united action by the leading 
powers of the world. 

The text of the French notes to 
China and Moscow follows almost 
word for word the American commu- 
nications to the same countries re- 
leased for publication by Washington 
tonight.

ee of insuring enforcement of the 

ct. 

In this instance it was necessary 
for France to act in Russia for the 
United States, since Washington has 
not established diplomatic relations 
with the Soviets. But the idea of 
the two instigators of the pact, 
France and the United States, dis- 
patching identical notes to possible 
violators, with immediate vupport 
given to the démarche by the other 
powerful adherents of the treaty to 
outlaw war, is received in France 
with the full measure of apprecia- 
tion it deserves. 

If some surprise has been expressed 
in the apy over what has been 
termed the delay of the American 
Government in taking a definite line 
of action, it may be said that French 
and other diplomatic quarters realize 
the amount of time it was necessary 
for Washington to consume in work- 
ing out the basis of a procedure 
which would be sure in advance of 
the support of the other signatories. 

The Russo-Chinese difficulties have, 
therefore, been the means of creating 
diplomatic machinery for applying 
the Kellogg pact with a success 
which, in the present issue, is little 
doubted here.

‘HYDTKUHNEN, East Prussia, 
Dec. 2.—The first group.of Russian, 
peasant refugees arrived here early. 
fhis morning, numbering 244 men 
and women and 157 children. They 
are sturdy people, and although 
their faces bore signs of the priva- 
tions they have undergone in recent 
months, their eyes shone with glad- 
ness at being at last in the father- 
land of their ancestors and in safety. 
The refugees entered the barracks 
with big bundles and baskets, all 
they were able to’ save of their 
former wealth. The Reich’s Com- 
missary, Herr Stuecklen, assisted by 
thie Mayor of Eydtkuhnen, the com- 
mander of the local division of the 
Reichswehr, and Red Cross répre- 
sentatives, supervised the work of 
Onganization, and within a short time 
all the refugees were installed. in the 
barracks, which had been erected 
by pioneers from Koenigsberg. 
‘After being fed and resting, the 
refugees this morning passed the 


medical examination and . their 
ciothes were disinfected. Later they 
went to the old emigrants’ barracks 
of the Hamburg-American Line. 
-Although the sanitary ‘measures 
were strict, the refugees were con- 
tent and greatly moved by the solici- 
tide every one showed for them. All 
their troubles seemed to be forgotten 
within a few hours and they are 
looking confidently toward the fu- 
ture. Most of them possess tickets 
for the trip to Canada. Late tonight 
they will proceed to the barracks at 
Hammerstein. 

‘Other groups are expected to arrive 
here on three consecutive nights.

THIEVES ROB STATUE, 


OLDEST IN STAMBOUL | 


They Steal Coil From Bronze Ser- 
pent Erected by Constantine 
in Byzantine Hippodrome. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 2 (4).—Af- 
ter a long series of robberies in Con- 
stantinople and its environs, a daring 
band of thieves last night brought 
the climax by stealing bronze from 
the oldest monument in-Stamboul. 

They made off with one of the coils 
of a bronze serpent erected in the 
Byzantine Hippodrome by Constan- 
tine the Great, who brought it from 
Delphi, Greece. _ It was originally 
dedicated to the oracle ‘of Apollo in 
497 B. C. by the thirty-one cities of 
the Delian Confederacy, celebrating 
victories at Salamis and Platea over 
the Persians. 

The bronze booty taken by the 
Greeks from the Persians was forged 
into a ore column twenty-four 
feet high, three snakes’ heads 
holding a pan vase on a golden 
tripod. The vase, the tripod and the 
snakes’ heads disappeared before the 
beginning of the Christian Era. 

The serpent column is considered 
one of the greatest artistic treasures 
of the city, and its mutilation has 
caused consternation among archae- 
ologists. The police are searching 
for the thieves.

LONDON, Dec. 2.—The East Afri- 
can Expeditionary Force dinner here 
tonight to General von Lettow-Vor- 
beck, commander of the German 
forces in East Africa, was hailed 
by its chairman, General Jan C. 
Smuts, as the first peace gathering 
of its kind. 

General Smuts expressed the hope 
that from the banquet, where old 
foes had foregathered to show good- 
will, would issue an example to all 
peoples to make peace and to harbor 
in the future none of the old feelings 
of the war. . jitgl [' 

“T have sometimes felt we have 
not been living in peace, but in a 
state of prolonged armistice, and 
that true peace is to come,’’ General 
Smuts continued. ‘“We have taken 
tonight one of the steps to lead to 
true peace. It is high time that it 


_should come to pass that the-gen- 


eration of growing-up children. to- 
day, the world over, should have only. 
the dimmest memories of the great 
war. We are building up in the 
world a great peaceful order, and it 
is right that in our national tempers 
we should conform to the new ideas 
and banish from our hearts and 
memories all that was bitter. Wars 
are a sport of youth and it is prob- 
able that wars are an indication of 
the youth of the human race and that 
we have not yet matured.” 

In replying to the chairman Gen- 


eral von Lettow-Vorbeck recalled 
that tonight’s dinner was not the 
first occasion on which General 
Smuts had offered him hospitality. 

In September, 1916, General Smuts 
extended an invitation to him and 
the men under him, but he was 
‘‘very busy at the time and detained 
by duty, ut hoped General Smuts 
did not take the refusal too much 
to heart.’’ 

He added that he knew there were 
people both in England and Ger- 
many who did mot approve of his 
accepting the invitation to the din- 
ner, but He™decided to accept it to 
show he held his old foes had been 
fair, brave and honest adversaries 
and that he understood the dinner’s 
real significance.

JERUSALEM, Dec. 2.—Insisting 
upon an ancient Turkish prerogative 
which allowed religious heads to tes- 
tify at their own residences, the 
Grand Mufti, Haj Amin Alhusseini, 
compelled the commission of inquiry, 
with counsel representing the gov- 
ernment, Jews and Arabs, to go to 
the offices of the Moslem Supreme 
Council, of which he is president, to 
hear his evidence today. 

The press was excluded, but it is 
learned that the morning and after- 
noon sessions were taken up by Wil- 
liam Stoker, Arab counsel, in direct 
examination, 

The morning was devoted to a nar- 
rative of an alleged dissemination by 
Jews of pictures of Jerusalem, in- 
cluding the mosque area, used as 
Jewish New Year cards. The Grand 
Mufti said this was sufficient to pro- 
voke Moslem feeling. 

In the afternoon the Grand Mufti, 
replying to Mr. Stoker, said building 
-operations at the Wailing Wall had 
been carried out at the reauest of 
the Jerusalem municipality. He ad- 
mitted a new gate: was opened from 
the mosque into the Wailing Wall, 
but did not remember whether such 


a gate previously existed. 
Although it has been asserted that 





disturbed feeling was apparent as 
early as 10:30 Friday morning, Aug. 
23, the Grand Mufti said everything 
was normal at 11:15. He said that 
when he proceeded to the mosque 
at 11 o’clock he found the situation 
perturbing and the worshipers ex- 
cited. He also heard shots within 
the mosque area, but was not sure 
whether the shots were from fire- 
arms or firecrackers. 

Realizing the situation was: dis- 
turbed, he requested the sheiks to 
pacify the worshipers, and also or- 
dered the Koran be read, because, 
according to the Moslem religion, the 
reading of the Koran entails silence. 

After prayers, when dispersing 
crowds gathered near the Dome of 
the Rock, he noticed vari-colored 
leaflets strewn about, which he dis- 
covered to be Communistic appeals 
to Moslem labor to unite and fight 
British imperialism. .He then went 
to the Damascus Gate, outside the 
city, to help disperse the crawds, 
when two wounded Arabs appeared 
on the ‘scene, which aroused’ the 
Arabs to a pitch of frenzy.

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REICH'S FINANCIERS 
WARN IT T0 REFORM 


Economic Collapse Forecast by 
Federated Industries Unless 
Socialism Is Halted. 








PARTY REPEATEDLY SCORED 





High Taxes and Wages, Doles 
and Federal Aid to States 
Criticized as Unsound. 


STRONGREACTIONEXPECTED 


Business Seeks to Learn Program 
of Berlin on Young Plan—Gil- 
bert Urged Same Reforms.

BERLIN, Dec. 2.—Sweeping re- 
forms in the economic, financial and 
social-political policies of the Reich 
are demanded in an impressive me- 
morial dealing with the present state 
of German economy, which the pow- 
erful federation of German industries 
made public today. 

Fearless criticism of the existing 
budgetary procedure of the central 
government and federated States and 
communal governments and frank 
condemnation of continued conces- 
sions to socialism in connection with 


governmental ownership and inter- 
vention in private industry, are al- 
lowed free scope in the plain-spoken 





creased ou for. welfare institu- 
tions offered less resistance than did 
an attempt to effect an improvement 
in the standard of living through the 
natural process of economic develop- 


ment. 

“Thus,” says the memorial, ‘‘it 
must be noted that internal political 
dissensions, an absence of insight and 
lack of courage have barred the 
path to a consolidation of our eco- 
nomic conditions and a deplorable 
lack of sense of responsibility has 
failed to enlighten the German peo- 
ple on the active requirements of the 
situation.”’ 

The report omits direct reference 
to the Young plan, which procedure 
is in keeping with the action taken 
by the federation when it met in 
Diisseldorf in September and voted 
to defer discussion of Germany's new 
reparations pact until it had been 
approved by the Reichstag. 

he present memorial, however, al- 
leges that if the present financial 
and budgetary procedure be adhered 
to in connection with Germany’s rep- 
arations and obligations, it will in- 
evitably lead to a convulsion of Ger- 
man economic life which is fraught 
with the gravest consequences to the 
German people. 

“The conception that a catastrophe 
is bound to develop under any sort of 
reparations plan can only be com- 
bated by action, and whoever feels 
himself responsible for the future of 
the German people must make up his 
mind to abandon the prevailing meth- 
ods of conducting our economic af- 
fairs,’’ the report asserts. 


Many Reforms Urged. 


The memorial lists as necessary a 
long catologue of reforms touching on 
every phase of the nation’s economic 
activities. The creation of capital is 
designated as primarily essential to 
placing the Reich’s financial policies 
on a sound basis and as a requisite 
for the enhancement of production, 
and all available sources for new 
capital should, therefore, be careful- 
ly nurtured, it is argued, and the 
new capital thus created promptly 
diverted into productive channels. 
The profitable operation of indus- 
trial enterprises of all categories 
alone assures a foundation for an 
enhanced growth of the national cap- 
ital, it is asserted, for which reason 
it is demanded that all impediments 
now imposed on industrial endeavors 
be removed. 

The intervention of the State in 
private enterprise should be restrict- 
ed to limits in keeping with the prin- 








tion of .the Reich commissioner. for 
public economy be fortified and his 
authority extended. .. The. present 
policy of trade agreements should. be 
continued, it is asserted,.and es- 
pecial efforts made to conclude such 
compacts with the countries. of 
eastern and southeastern Europe. On 
the question of promotion of exports 
the report says: 

“The German exports movement 
has been on an ascending curve since 
1925 and this development must be 
reserved. Unquestionably this is 
n no small measure due to our sys- 
tem of trade treaties, which must be 
carefully conserved, especially our 
tariff agreements and most-favored- 
nation arrangements. 


“With the exception of the Ger- 
man-American treaty, which must be 
judged from a different viewpoint, 
criticism of the existing agreements 
does not seem justified.’’ 

On thé question of foreign borrow- 
ing the federation demands an. em- 
bargo on all loans which are not 
dcfinitely intended for productive 
purposes and rigid curtailment of 
public and quasi-public loans, for 
which purpose the judgment and 
ruling of the consulting and survelil- 
lance board for foreign loans should 
be final.

Union Head, in Address, Urges 
Restoration of Unemployment 
Insurance Fund.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 2.—Res- 
toration of the unemployment insur- 
ance fund in the New York garment 
market and the enlistment of chain 


stores and other retail distributers 
in the work of stabilizing the indus- 
try were foreshadowed at the open- 
ing here today of the annual conyen- 
tion of the International Ladies’ Gar- 
ment. Workers’ Union. 


Resolutions local dress unions 
in New York, Boston, Philadelphia 
Baltimore, Chicago, Toledo an 


Cleveland were before the conven- 
tion, asking authorization to call 
dress strikes in these cities. Plans 
for such strikes have been approved 
by the general executive board of 
the International, but await final ap- 
proval of the convention. 

More than 80,000 dressmakers will 
be affected by the strike calls, 45,000 
of them in New York City. The 
strikes will be called with the expira- 
tion of existing agreements, at the 
end of this month. 

It is the ambition of the union to 
do for the dress trade what it has 
been able to achieve for the cloak 
trade, and to do this on a national 
scale. 

The 200 delegates were greeted by 
Governor Cooper of Ohio, Mayor 
Marshall of Cleveland and Harry Mc- 
Laughlin, president of the Ohio State 
Federation of Labor. 

The restoration of the unem loy- 
ment insurance fund in New York, 
which was abolished in 1927 follow- 
ing the disastrous strike conducted 
by the Communists, then in control 
of the New York organization, was 
referred to by President Beniamin 
Schlesinger in his opening address as 
the next big step to be taken in the 
New York market. 

Mr. Schlesinger indicated that this 
step may follow the conference of 
all factors in the garment industry 
called by Governor Roosevelt for 
Dec. 12, when means of stabilizing 
the industry will be discussed. 


Will Appeal to Distributers. 


At this conference chain stores and 
other retail distributers, Mr. Schles- 
inger said, will be asked to help in 
the ‘stabilization of the industry by 
participating in the work of the spe- 
cial commission of the cloak and 
suit pono? created, on the inter- 
vention of Governor Roosevelt, as a 
result of the recent cloak strike in 
New York. 

“Lam certain that at this confer- 
ence a basis will be- worked out on 
which all elements in the industry— 
the workers, manufacturers, jobbers, 
contractors and retailers—will be 
able to help in a the sweat- 
shop and sub-standard shop produc- 
tion. from the industry,’’ Mr. Schlesgin- 
ger said, adding that among the fac-

CHICAGO, Dec. 2.—_Edward L. Do- 
heny delivered his valedictory to the 
oil industry today when his resigna- 
tion’as a director was presented to 
the American Petroleum Institute. 
The resignation was accepted be- 
cause it stated that he had ceased 
to ‘be an active figure in the indus- 
try. 

Harry F. Sinclair, chairman of the 
Sinclair Consolidated Corporation, 
whose term as a director was to have 
expired on Wednesday at the same 
time as that of Mr. Doheny, remains 
a candidate for re-election. He was 
here today electioneering and an- 
nounced that he was back in the oil 
business to stay. 

Mr. Sinclair was warmly welcomed 
by the oil executives here for the 
annual meeting of the institute. This 
is the first meeting he has attended 
in three years. His re-election as a 
director upon nomination by the 


board of counselors is almost as- 
sured, although unexpected opposi- 
tion’ from the same forces in the 
industry that opposed him two years 
ago has developed.

He was reported as passing Clarion 
and sighted over Brookville at 12:45

him up.

Delays on Staten Island, 


More than 30,000 home-coming 
Staten Island commuters shivered 
in the slushy St. George terminal last 
night during the rush hour, waiting 
to board buses, trolleys and trains, 
all of which ran from 35 minutes to 
an hour behind schedule. 

The municipal ferries maintained 
their usual ten-minute schedule dur- 
ing the rush and kept pouring 
lthousands of men and women out 
at the St. George slip, but ice and 
snow hampered the movement of all 
transportation lines on the island. 

Ice-locked switches caused 85 to 40 
minute delays on the Staten Island 
Rapid Transit Railroad, an electric 
line.

By Photo-Electric Cell, It Records 
Variations Too Minute for the 
Human Eye to Notice. 


A detector which records the pres- 

ence of carbon monoxide and other 
gases, haze and dust in the atmos- 
phere is now experimentally used in 
the Holland Tunnel, it was announced 
yesterday. The so-called ‘‘electric 
eye’’ is designed to record the micro- 
|scopic motes to which .the human 
‘eye is insensitive. 
It employs a photo-electric cell. Im- 
| pulses from the photo-electric tube, 
la quarter of a mile from the mouth 
‘of the tunnel, guide a pencil point 
_over a sheet of paper and record for 
the tunnel superintendent the exact 
conditions of the atmosphere in the 
tunnel so that he may speed up the 
|fans or put extra fans into opera- 
| tion to clear the tunnel of obnoxious 
fumes, if necessary. 

The detector is under development 
by engineers of the General Electric 
Company along lines suggested by 
the engineering staff of the tunnel. 
It must undergo exhaustive tests be- 
fore it is accepted as adequate for

It is installed in an exhaust duct, 
a long cavelike chamber above the 
traffic lane, near the New York exit 
and at a point where the roadway 
grade is at the maximum and where 
the amount of exhaust gases ex- 
elled from the heavy truck traffic 
s greatest.

Louis Lipsky, president of the 
Zionist Organization of America, in 
an article in the Nov. 29 issue of 
The New Palestine describes as ‘‘an 
act of irresponsibility’? the informal 
statement of Dr. Judah L. Magnes, 
chancellor of the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem, looking toward the in- 
ternationalization of Palestine. Dr. 
Magnes’s proposal has been the sub- 
ject of widespread controversy in 
Zionist circles. 

“The case becomes more aggra- 
vated when the fact is taken into 
consideration that Dr. Magnes is the 
chancellor of the Hebrew University 
of Jerusalem,’’ says Mr. Lipsky in 
his article on ‘‘The Case of Dr. 
Magnes.’”’ ‘‘He owes an obligation to 


the university. The university is a 
house of learning, removed from the 
turmoil and the controversy of the 
outside world. While he is —. as 
chancellor of such a university it is 
certainly not within Dr. Magnes’s 
right to use its platform and his of- 
fice to express views that have a di- 
rect political implication—calcuated 
to intrude upon controversy and *%o 
engage the university in matters en- 
tirely outside its jurisdiction. The 
university was founded by the Zion- 
ist Organization, and it is now sup- 
ported by numerous _ non-Zionist 
groups interested in its ideals.

REALTY MAN ORDERED

Madison Avenue, in an address be- 
fore clergymen attending a confer- 
ence of the Greater New York Fed- 
eration of Churches in the Marble 
Collegiate Church, Fifth Avenue and |. 
Twenty-ninth Street, yesterday 
morning. 

Although no definite action. was 
taken, the opinion was repeatedly 
expressed by those who participated 
in two hours of discussion that the 
Church is within its province in com- 
bating the drug evil because of the 
power of religion to cure addicts, but 
that the Church, ignorant of the ex- 
tent of the drug traffic, is lagging in 
performance of its duty in this field. 

In his address, Captain Hobson 
gaid that recently it’ had been 
brought to the attention of the Ju- 
diciary Committee of the House of 
Representatives that an _ estimate 
showed ‘90 per cent of our criminals 
use drugs to generate daring to com- 
mit crimes.’’ He said there were 1,000 
recorded offenses against the Federal 
Narcotic laws in 1917, and 8,000 last 
year and that 34 per cent of the in- 
mates of Federal prisons were con- 
victed of violation of the narcotic 
laws, whereas the next largest group, 
those convicted of violation of pro- 
hition laws, constituted 14 per ‘cent. 


More Drug Than Liquor: Convicts. 


**A recent check-up at the Federal 
penitentiary on McNeils Island 
showed 56 prisoners to be bootleggers 
and 896 drug peddlers,’’ Captain Hod- 
son said. ‘‘A stream of boys and 
girls is pouring into the underworld 
of our cities, It is estimated that 
75,000 girls from all walks of life 
disappeared from the homes of 
America last year. Investigation has 
shown that most of the boys and 

irls and nearly all of the girls living 

n the underworld have come down 
the drug road.”’ 

Captain Hobson closed his address 
by urging the Church to launch a 
threefold program. He _ suggested 
rescue work to redeem addicts by 
urging them to embrace religion. 
Second, that clergymen throughout 
the city assist in making narcotic 
education week, the last week in 
February, effective by including the 
drug problem in their sermons. 
Third, that Sunday school children 
be thoroughly informed regarding 
the evils of the drug traffic and how 
it operates. 


Former Addicts Testify. 


At the luncheon, which was part 
of the conference, several testi- 
monials from persons who had been 
drug addicts but found the habit 
broken by religion were heard. The 
“power of Christ to redeem: from 
sin’’ was discussed and it was sug- 
gested that a ‘‘technique of conver- 
sion’’ be developed. It was suggested 


that a working committee be formed 
with the assistance of Dr. Samuel 
M. Shoemaker Jr., rector of Calvary 
Church, to provide the proper re- 
ligious environment for addicts. The 
objection was also made that ‘‘there 
are very few laymen to whom you 
can send a seeking sinner for help.’’ 
Dr. John K. Sterrett of Tuckahoe 
at one time a user of narcotics, sai 
he had found clergymen consistently 
resisted any endeavor to bring nar- 
cotic education into the churches 
through speakers from the pulpits, A

Annual Report Maps Work on Bays 
and Streams Near City—$1,385,000 
for Mississippi.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—A total 
appropriation of $55,000,000 for 
rivers and harbors in the fiscal year 
1931 was recommended in the annual 
report today of the chief of engi- 


neers, submitted by Major Gen. Ed- 19 


gar Jadwin. 

General Jadwin has since retired 
from active service, but the pro- 
gram he presented will be pressed 


by the War Department as the ap-; 


propriations are framed by Congress 
for the next fiscal year during the 
session this Winter. 

The total recommended compares 
with $47,771,132 for the fiscal year 
1929, the last year for which com- 
parisons are available. 

The difference in amounts between 
the two years is due primarily to 
maintenance costs. For the fiscal 
year 1931 there is recommended 
$34,197,460 for improvements and 
$20,802,540 for maintenance charges. 
In the fiscal year 1929 the expendi- 
tures were $32,622,829 for improve- 
ments and $15,148,303 for main- 
tenance. The unexpended balance 
on July 1, 1929, the start of the 
present fiscal year, was $76,599,037. 

The estimates are made for 
improvements and maintenance 
charges involving merely navigation, 
flood control being a separate activ- 
ity not embraced in the report. 


The commerce handled on the 
waterways concerned amounted to 
1,118,183,502 tons in the fiscal year 
1928, the last year for which com- 
Levee figures have been thus far com- 
pile 

Of the expenditures for improve- 
ments in the fiscal year 1931, $6,412,- 
600 would be for seacoast harbors 
and channels, $2,361,500 for lake 
harbors and channels, $5,189,000 for 
intracoastal canals and other in- 
ternal waterways, $17,734,360 for the 


Mississippi River system, and $2,500,- 
000 for surveys. 
Expenditures for maintenance 


would be $12,557,910 for seacoast 
harbors and channels, $2,323,900 for 
lake harbors and channels, "$2,04 

400 for intracoastal canals and other 
internal waterways and $3,078,400 for 
the Mississippi River system. 

The rest of the appropriations, 
amounting to approximately $800,- 
000, would be for routine service 
charges and other incidentals. 


Increase for Mississippi. 


In the recommendations for im- 
provements the principal increase 
over the fiscal year 1929 would be 
for intracoastal canals and other in- 
ternal waterways, amounting to ap- 
proximately $3,500,000. 

The Mississippi River system would 
have an increase for improvements 
of about $1,000,000. The greatest 
loss is suffered by seacoast harbors 
and channels, the decrease from the 
fiscal year 1929 being nearly $4,000,- 
000. 

In the New York district the prin- 
cipal individual items are recom- 


mendations of $1,000,000 for the im- 
provement of the East River, as com- 
pared with $1,478,666 in the fiscal 
year 1929, and $1, 100,000 for the Hud- 


son River, as compared with $645,282 
in 1929. 


The maintenance appropriations 
would be nothing for the East River 
as compared with $5,855 in 1929 and 
$400,000 for the Hudson River as 
compared with $79,324 in 1929. Com- 
merce in the East River during the 
fiscal year 1928 totaled 27,389,934 
tons and in the Hudson River it 
amounted to 1,471,679 tons.

Aldo Leopold Tells Sportsmen 
of Survey Showing Agricul- 
ture Destroys Coverts. 





SUGGESTS GAME AS A CROP 





Says It Would Pay to Protect Quail 
and Grouse—Conference Will 
Continue Here Today. 





The economic trend toward inten- 
sive farming is leading to the de- 
struction of game bird life in the 
United States through the destruc- 
tion of game covert, Aldo Leopold, 
chairman of a special committee on 
the formulation of an American 
wild-life conservation policy, said 
yesterday at the sixteenth annual 
American Game Conference at the 
Hotel Pennsylvania. Some method 
whereby it would be profitable for 
farmers to leave covert on their land 
should be developed for the protec- 
tion of game life, he said. 

The establishment of game pre- 
serves on existing public lands or the 
purchase of additional lands for this 
erase could not meet the protien. 

r. Leopold d. To meet the situa- 
tion he urged that a plan be devised 
to show farmers that ‘‘game crops 
as well as farm crops can be revenue 
producing.’’ 

He recommended the establishment 
of public areas in which the prac- 
ticability of ‘‘combined crop and 
game management’’ could be demon- 
strated. Legislation could supple- 
ment these schemes but not replace 
them, he said. 

Mr. Leopold also reported on a 
study of the mortality among bird 
game lite. He said this survey 
showed mortality traveled in cycles 
of about nine years in the case of

Tuttle Asks Club Here to Back 
Project as Part of Business 
| Revival Program. 








‘DECLARES NEED IS ACUTE 





Penitentiary In North Is Necessary 
at Once to Ease Congestion in 
Atlanta, He Asserts. 





| Construction of a modern, scientifi- 

cally planned Federal penitentiary 
| for the Northern Atlantic States was 
proposed yesterday by United States 
, Attorney Tuttle as one of the gov- 
ernment’s public works plans to fore- 
stall unemployment. Mr. Tuttle 
/ppoke at a meeting of the Govern- 
_ment Club at the Hotel Astor on 
‘“‘Needed Reforms in Our System of 
Penology.”’ He suggested that the 
‘club members use the influence of 
their organization to further a plan 
for such a prison in this district. 

Mr. Tuttle referred to the prison 
riots of the past Summer, which he 
called the ‘‘murderous outbreaks of 
despair.”” These, he said, served their 
purpose by calling public attention 


to the evils of confining men in quar- 
ters intended for half their numbers. 


Finds Law Defeats Itself. 


“‘A system of criminal law defeats 
itself,’? Mr. Tuttle said, “if inside 
the prison walls are incubators for 
crime. It is ironical indeed if our 
system of correction, our juries, 

, judges, legal safeguards, should be 
in the end the greatest crime breed- 
ers. It is a social crime to have in 
progress a system which draws ne 


distinction in capacity for reform.’ 

Idleness is another danger which 
beset men forcibly confined, Mr. 
, Tuttle said, and advocated an ade- 
' quate system of employment,’ the 
manufactured products to be used by 
the State and not put in competition 
against free labor. 

“The lines of reform in our own 
State,’’ he continued, ‘‘are not dif- 
ficult to see. One prison should be 
set aside as a reception prison where 

' preliminary physical, mental and 
moral examinations should be made, 
in order to determine classification, 
segregation and the ultimate place of 
confinement.’’ 

Mr. Tuttle pointed out that there 
are only three penitentiaries to care 
for the large number of Federal 
prisoners committed each year; one 
at Atlanta, one at Leavenworth, 
Kan., and the third near Seattle, 
Wash. 

‘The inadequacy of such a system 

i 4s obvious,’’ he declared. ‘‘For ex- 
‘ample, the great population of the 
North Atlantic States makes essen- 
tial a Federal penitentiary. It is 
from these States that the greatest 
number of prisoners goes to Atlanta, 
and no solution for the vast over- 
crowding there can be found except 
, by diverting to some institution local 
| to the North Atlantic States the mul- 
'titude of Federal prisoners coming 
therefrom. 


Urges New Federal Prison. 


“There is a great deal being said 
today about helping conditions. 
through a public improvement pro- 


| gram. One such improvement would 
| be the erection of a modern, scien- 
tifically conducted penitentiary for 
the North Atlantic States. It is a 


tmost timely matter for the attention |. 


of Congress.”’ 

Captain John H. Ayres, in charge 
of the Bureau of Missing Persons of 
the Police Department, told of the 
work of his department. He said 
that of 200,000 persons reported miss- 
ing to the bureau since its formation 
in 1917, 98 per cent had been ac- 
counted for. 

Richard C. Patterson’ Jr., Commis- 
sioner of Correction, said he was not 
alarmed by recent prison riots. 

, “I don’t mind them one-half as 
| much,” he declared, ‘‘as the fact 


that we are returning prigoners~to |’ 


society worse than when they went 
in jail.’’ He told of the reform meas- 
ures being practiced and still to be 
made effective.

a broken screen in the living room of 
the suite. 

. Flood, a short, graying man, took 
-the stand as the last witness of the 
_session. The gold shield of his rank 
.gleamed on his lapel and he com- 
‘posed himself in the chair with the 
‘self-possession of one who has often 
been called upon to give testimony 
.in criminal trials. He told Assistant 
-District Attorney George N. Brothers 
that he had been a policeman for 
‘twenty years, sixteen of them as a 
.detective. 

After telling how he had been as- 
‘signed to investigate the “shooting 
‘ofa man in the Park Central Hotel,’ 
Flood said that he went to the hotel 
and found the ‘‘now deceased” lying 
on the cement floor of the service 
exit on Fifty-sixth Street. The detec- 
tive related his questions to Roth- 
‘stein and the answers he obtained. 


Tells of Finding Shells. 


He said that while he was engaged 
‘in his effort to extract a clue from 

‘Rothstein, Patrolman John Rush 
| had entered with the revolver. Rush 
; ‘had obtained it from Al Bender, a 
| taxicab driver, who had heard it hit 
‘tthe pavement and picked it up. 

Flood. said that he had gone out 
‘and with a flashlight—it was about 
11 P. M.—had searched until he 
| found the five shells, companions to 

‘the one discharged cartridge in the 
) revolver. The weapon had been 
‘damaged in striking the pavement. 

“T returned to the hotel,’ said 
Flood, ‘‘and continued the investiga- 
tion. I found no bloodstains any- 
where. Again I asked Rothstein who 
had shot him and again he refused 
i to tell me. I asked if he would help 
me to this extent—tell me if he had 
been shot inside the hotel or outside. 
He would not tell me.’’ 

Flood said that he went to Poly- 
clinic Hospital when Rothstein was 
taken there. He learned there that 
Detective Joseph Daly had tele- 

honed, asking that Flood, Captain 
conn Meade of the West Forty-sev- 
enth Street station and Detectives 
Green and Fitzgerald meet him at 
Fiftieth Street and Broadway. Daly 
had learned of the shooting of Roth- 
stein and had gone to Lindy‘s 
Restaurant, near Fiftieth Street, 
known as the gambler’s favorite 
**thang-out.”’ 

The detectives went to the restau- 
rant. The witness was not permitted 
to disclose what was learned there, 
but it was sufficiently important to 
send all the policemen pell-mell to 
Room 349 of the hotel. Burdette N. 
Divers, house detective, took them 
to the room. The first key would 
not unlock the door and another was 
procured. 


Found Signs of Drinking. 

“We went in,’ said Flood, ‘‘and 
Saw some glasses and bottles on a 
table in the living room. The lights 
were burning. We found four whisky 
or drinking glasses, two bottles of 

inger ale and a bottle of White 

ock. There were two pints in the 
room. One flask had _ contained 
liquor, but was empty. There was a 
small quantity of rye whisky in the 
second flask. 

‘*We were very careful in handling 
the glasses, so that we could look 
for fingerprints later.’’ 

The glasses were handed to the 
witness by the prosecutor. Flood 
demonstrated how..they had picked 
them up in the room, He inserted 
two fingers inside the glass and lifted 
it, keeping the fingers pressed 
against the inside. 

_ “I'd say that the condition of the 
zooms—there were two of them—was

Brothers, ‘‘and we made a search of 
them.’’ 

“What did you find?” asked Mr. 
Brothers. 

“In a closet in the bedroom we 
found an overcoat. It had the name 
of George McManus on a label, a 
tailor’s label. It was a dark blue 
coat with a velvet collar.’’ 

The overcoat was fished up from 
under the prosecutor’s table and the 
policeman identified it. 

‘‘We found a key to: Room 349 in 
the pocket,’’ continued Flood, ‘‘and 
in drawers in the room ‘we found 
several betting slips and some racing 
charts. We-also found some hand- 
kerchiefs in the drawers. They bore 
the initials G. A. M. in a monogram. 
Others bore the initials J. W. . 
The handkerchiefs with the initials 
G. A. M. were similiar to one, also 
monogrammed, which we found in the 
breast pocket of the overcoat.”’ 

The defendant has a brother, James 
McManus. Nothing was brought out, 
however, to show that the initials 
“J. W. M.”* were his. or that he 
owned the handkerchief, which might 
have been picked up in error by 
George McManus on a visit to the 
home of his brother. 

Flood said that when he entered 
the room he found the shades closely 
drawn, and he also discovered that 
the screen in the northerly window 
had been damaged. The wire had 
been torn in the upper right-hand 
corner of the screen. 


Discovered No Bloodstains. 


The detective said that no blood 
had been found in the room or in the 
hallways outside. He revealed that 
he and his companions remained in 
the suite from 2 to 3 A. M. 

‘“‘While you were there,’’ said the 
prosecutor, ‘‘did the telephone ring?’’ 

““Yes,’”’ 

‘‘Who answered it?’’ 

“Detective Divers.’’ 

"Did he speak?’”’ 

“Yes. ” 


‘‘What did Divers say?’’ 

The question drew an objection 
from James D. C. Murray, e de- 
fense attorney. General Sessions 
Judge Charles C. Nott Jr., who is 
presiding at the trial, sustained the 
objection. 

“Did anybody come up to the room 
after the call?’’ said the Assistant 
District Attorney. 

‘‘Yes,’? replied Flood, ‘‘Tom Mc- 
Manus and Frank McManus and 
Biller came up.”’ 

The reference to Hyman (Gilly) 
Biller, a fugitive since he, McManus 
and two men, named only as John 
Doe and Richard Roe, were indicted 
for the murder, excited interest 
among the spectators, 

Flood explained that he had known 
Tom McManus for ten or twelve 
years, and finally, over the objection 
of Mr. Murray, disclosed that the 
friendship had started when Mc- 
Manus was a lieutenant of police. 
Thomas and Frank McManus are 
brothers of the defendant. Biller, 
the witness said, he had not known 
but had often seen him 
along Broadway. 

‘“‘How long did they stay?’ said 
Mr. Brothers. 

“About twenty minutes,”’ 
Flood. 

Judge Nott at this point adjourned 
court until today at 10:30 A. M., Mr. 
Brothers having indicated that he 
had much direct examination of the 
witness yet to go on the record. 


Mrs. Putnam on Stand Again. 

The session opened with Mrs. 
Marian A. Putnam of Asheville, N. 
C., on the stand for further cross- 
examination by thé defense counsel.

Mrs. Putnam on Friday had _ testi- 
fied to having heard a ‘‘crash’’ on 
the night of the shooting and had 
told of seeing a man, whom she could 
not identify as Rothstein, walking 
along a corridor on the third floor. 
The man had his hands clasped over 
his lower abdomen. 

Mrs. Putnam, a widow, had been 
subjected on Friday to severe cross- 
examination, during which she ad- 
mitted that she had been registered 
at the Park Central with her fiancé. 
She had denied, however, that she 
had stolen dresses from an Asheville 
department store, or that she had 
ever visited this city with men other 
than her fiancé. 

Wearing the same black velvet 
dress she had had on during her 
first appearance on the stand Mrs. 
Putnam took her seat and faced Mr. 
Murray at yesterday’s opening of the 
trial. She slipped her silver caracul 
coat down to rest below her shoul- 
ders. Mr. Murray set out to test her 
memory. 


Unable to Recall Man’s Clothing. 


You testified on Friday,’’ he said, 
“that you saw a man coming down 
the corridor about thirty feet from 
your room, didn’t you?”’

“T never spoke to him or to an 
other man,’’ said Mrs. Putnam with 
a snap of her head. 

The lawyer tried next to develop 
something about the widow’s fiancé.

“How many times have you been 
married, Mrs. Putnam?’’ 

“Three times.’’ 

“Did your husbands die?”’ 

“T obtained a divorce twice, with- 
out alimony or any money settle- 
ment. The divorces were here, and 
on statutory grounds.”’ 

“Did you run a place called the 
Haywood at one time in Asheville?’’ 

‘Yes, sir.’”’ 

“You ran a restaurant in the base- 
ment, didn’t you?’’

Kelly was the 
operator of the service elevator on 
the night Rothstein was shot. He re- 
called the night well and said that 
he had run his car to the ground 
floor hall leading to the employes’ 
entrance. 

“I was standing inside the door of 
the car and people were passing in 
and out when I heard a man say 
that he had been shot,’’ said Kelly. 

‘“‘Where was the man when ag 
caught sight of him?’’ asked r. 
Brothers. 

“About three feet beyond the 
door.’’ 

‘“‘What was he doing?’’ 

‘He was bent over like this’’— 
Kelly demonstrated—‘‘and was mov- 
ing toward the timekeeper’s office.*’ 

“Did you see him go to the time- 
keeper’s desk?”’ 

‘*Yes, and he said he was shot and 
wanted a taxicab and a doctor. The 
watchman, Mr. Calhoun, brought in 
an officer.” 

The witness said that the man, 
whom he later learned was Roth- 
stein, had refused to name his as- 
sailant when the policeman asked. 
Kelly said Rothstein had handed the 
policeman a wallet, and had re- 
quested that ‘‘an Academy telephone 
number be called.’’ This number was 
that of Rothstein’s personal attor- 
ney, former Assemblyman Maurice 
F. Cantor. 

Mr. Murray cross-examined the 
witness minutely on where he had 
stood and how much of the service 
hall had been visible to him. Kelly 
said that he commanded a good view 
of the stairway leading to the third 
floor, down which, in the theory of 
the prosecution, Rothstein walked 
from Room 349 


Didn’t See Him on Stairway. 


“How long were you standing at 


the doorway of your car looking to- 
ward the hall and the stairway doors 
before you saw Rothstein?”’ said the 
defense lawyer. 

“Five minutes,’ replied Kellly. 

“Tf Rothstein came through those 
doors ne could not have avoided 
seeing him?’’ 

‘“*‘No.’”’ 

Thomas Calhoun, formerly a watch- 
man at the hotel but now out of 
work, said that he, Thomas McGib- 
ney, a timekeeper, and Lawrence 
Fallon, house detective, had been 
talking in front of the timekeeper’s 
desk when they suddenly saw Roth- 
stein. Calhoun had no notion of how 
Rothstein had got there. He testi- 
fied that he notified Patrolman Wil- 
liam S. Davis, the officer mentioned 
by Kelly. 

It was the impression of the watch- 
man that the wounded man had an 
overcoat over his right arm, which 
he kept pressed tightly against his 
side. Calhoun was a trifle hazy on 
the coat, however. Calhoun said 
that he had helped to — a crowd 
of perhaps forty other hotel employes 
from getting too close, as Rothstein 
lay on the floor, partly propped up 
by a wall. 

When Calhoun was cross-examined 
by Mr. Murray he became more 
definite in his recollection of the 
overcoat. He said that McGibney had

The time when Rothstein appeared 
in the service lobby was fixed pre- 
cisely by Calhoun, who had glanced 
at e timekeeper’s clock. t hadi 
been 10:47 P. He remembered, 
under Mr. Murray’s examination, 
that Rothstein had said: ‘‘Call 
Academy 9410—call my lawyer and 
tell him to bring down the will.”’

NEW SOCIAL REGISTER OUT. 


Shows 100° More Marriages This 
Year Than Last and 65 More Deaths 


“There now are being sent to sub- 
scribers copies of the Social Register 
for 1930. The statistics contained in 
them present several items of in- 
terest. There have been 1,113 mar- 
riages this year, 100 more than last 
year. Deaths have been 600, com- 


pared with 565 last year. Of those 
who died, 311 were men and 289 
women. 

The Social Register records full 
names and addresses of leading fam- 
ilies grouped together, with the clubs 
and societies to which they belong. 
There also are listed the names of 
children in order of their ages quali- 
flying as juniors, the misses from 
to 17, and boys from 14 to 20. 

When it is desired to find the name 
of a married woman who may be 
recalled by her maiden name, a list 
of ‘‘married maidens” at the back 
of the book reveals the present mar- 
ried name.

Ruins of the Southwest. 








“GOLDEN AGE” IN 700 A. D. 





Relics of Old Trunks Called New 
“Rosetta Stone’’—Close Relation- 
ship to Sun Spots a Clue.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—American 
history was taken back 1,200 years 
to the year 700 A. D. when the Na- 
tional Geographic Society today an- 
nounced the solutioh of one of the 
most baffling questions in the study 
of the pre-Columbian history of the 
United States, the dating of the 
scores of important Indian ruins of 
the Southwestern part of the 
country. 

The answer to the question is given 
in a unique form, a tree-ring calen- 

. dar, worked out from the study of 

/ more than 5,000 cross-sections of 
living trees and timbers from scores 
‘of the major Indian settlements of 
our Southwest. 

The quest for the missing dates 
extended over years. It ranged from 
astronomical study of sun _ spots, 
through geology, archaeology and 
kindred sciences, until it culminated 
in piecing ater the fragmen- 
tary clues of timber and tree rings, 
evidence considered as conclusive as 
that of finger prints. 

Two series of National Geographic 
Society expeditions were involved 
in the results. One series, compris- 
ing eight expeditions led by Neil M. 
Judd, explored the world-famous 
Pueblo Bonito ruins in Chaco Canyon, 
N. M., and patiently dug. from tons 
of earth hundreds of art objects, 
household utensils and ceremonial 
appurtenances. The other series, led 
by Dr. A. E. Douglass, studied tree 
rings from Pueblo Bonito and dozens 
of other ruins... 

Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, president of 
the National Geographic Society, in 
making the announcement and as- 
sessing the value of the finds of the 
oxpedition today, said: ; 

“They have pushed back the his- 
toric ‘horizons of the Southwester': 
United States to a period nearly 
sight centuries before . Columbus 
crossed the Atlantic. 

‘“‘They have discovered not only the 
* % of the thers communal dwelling 
of Pueblo nito, metropolis of our 
iboriginal Southwest, but also ha‘e 
lated some forty other ruins whose 
ime of occupancy hitherto had been 
inknown. 

‘Moreover, they have developed a 
‘ree-ring calendar which can be ap- 
%lied to all early ruins in which data- 
dle timbers exist. 

“A collateral finding of great in- 
terest, yet to be developed, is the 
nossible relation between the weather 
sycles clearly revealed in this tree- 
ring calendar of the Southwestern 
United States and similar cyclic vari- 
ations being recorded by a third Na- 
tional Geographic Society expedition 
(in conjunction with the Smithsonian 
(nstitution), an expedition which 
still is in the field, at Mount Bruk- 
karos, Southwest Africa, making 
a, observations of solar radia- 
tion.’ 

Dr. go in his report to the 
National Geographic Society, writes: 

“Just as the far-famed Rosetta 
stone provided the key to fhe writ- 
ten mysteries of ancient Egypt, so 
the collection of an unbroken series 
of tree rings has made clear the 
chronology of the Southwest. 

‘‘These researches have carried the 
calendar back to A. D. 700 in the 
Southwest and they have provided 
the beginnings of a _ continuous 
weather chart for 1,200 years. 

‘‘Through this work we have learned 
of some outstanding events in Amer- 
ica which were contemporaneous 
with the conquest of Spain by the 
Moors and we know that certain 
Pueblo Indian settlements were en- 
joying their golden ages when Wil- 
liam the Conqueror faced Harold the 
Saxon at the battle of Hastings.”’ 

Dr. Douglas pointed out the close 
relationship of tree-ring variations 
and sun spots, a kinship which 
helped in determining the weather 
conditions of old times in the South-

Mme. Faina Petrova’s Recital. 


A very direct, sincere and expres- 
sive quality of interpretation, a con- 
tralto voice which is naturally the 
instrument for the expression of 
dramatic feeling, and a prevailing 
intelligence and individuality of style 
characterized the performaiices of 


Mme. Faina Petrova last night in 
Town Hall. She has been for some 
years a leading contralto of the Mos- 
cow Grand Opera, and it is not un- 
natural that her most authoritative 
and characteristic moments are those 
in which. she. discourses music of 
folk or national. character. 

In such music the voice had at 
times a quality somewhat rough, un- 
polished in e European sense of 
that word, unstudied as regarded 
finicking nuances, which made for 
very direct, colorful and convincing 
expression. But this is not to say 
that Mme. Petrova is an untutored 
singer or one only at home in a 
limited repertory. On the contrary, 
she sang songs in five languages, by 
European as well as Russian com- 
posers, whose names ranged from 
Brahms to César Franck to Respighi, 
and while her performances of these 
songs were not of a uniform techni- 
cal and interpretive standard, they 
were always distinguished by under- 
standing, musicianship and a wealth 
of dramatic suggestion. 

Occasionally there was some rough 
technical going, or an unexpected 
change in quality of tone, or a slight 
deviation from pitch—effects occur- 
ring usually when Mme. Petrova sang 
in a foreign tongue, and apparently 
found that text and phrase had a dif- 
ferent relation than they would have 
had if she were singing in her native 
language. These were passing fea- 
tures of a recital distinguished for its 
interest and originality in the choice 
of songs and in their interpretation. 

The opening song, Brahm’s ‘‘Mai- 
nacht,’’ did. not find the singer 
warmed to her task. Two un- 
familiar songs by César Franck fol- 
lowed—‘‘Robin Gray’’ and ‘‘Ninon’’— 
and the first of these, in particular, 
was admirably interpreted. The in- 
terpretation of. Schumann’s ‘‘Ich 
grolle nich’? was not conventional, 
but had its logic of tone color, phrase 
and climax, and was given the 
breadth and intensity of feeling 
which can be minimized by a su- 
perficial tempo or color. Very dra- 
matic and impressive was the sing- 
ing, later on the program, of Re- 
spighi’s ‘‘Nebbie.’’ A song in “Eng- 
lish by V. Giannini, ‘‘Tell_ me, oh 
blue, blue sky,’? was Mme. Petrova’s 
best effort in this language. It was 
conspicuously clean in diction, clear 
in tone quality and in preservation of 
line. 

There were unfamiliar Russian 
songs by well-known composers and 
some new songs by the young com- 
posers of the present generation in 
Russia. They were a song from 
“Turandot” (Ms.) by K. Schwe- 
doff; ‘‘No One Sleeps, No One Re- 
members,’’ W. Tcherbatcheff; ‘‘The 
Street,’’ P. Riasonoff; ‘‘My Friend 
of the Sungary River,’’ M. Koval. 
These songs had strange and esoteric 
texts, and at first hearing did not 
make a great impression although 
they were very well performed and 
presented arduous problems of tech- 
nic and interpretation. Borodin’s 
song ‘‘The Land You Left,’’ is little 
known, and was sung with a fine 
and communicative sincerity. 

Tchaikovsky’s song, called in the 
program, ‘‘Yearning, I Wait Now 
Alone,’’ might not be rated, on paper, 
as one of the best efforts of a com- 
poser who did not achieve great re- 
sults in this field, but the simplicity 
of style and the genuineness of ex- 
pression bestowed upon it by the'sing- 
er showed that the song had been 
commonly underrated. We are not 
sure of the intrinsic value of the long 
scene from Arensky’s ‘‘Fountain of 
Tscherbatcheff,’’ but it was given 
the fullest possible measure of dra- 
matic suggestion by Mme. Petrova. A 
Turkish folksong, sung in Turkish, 
as an encore, was one of the felici- 
tous examples of popular style which 
distinguished this recital. 

Three of the finest performances 
were reserved for the last group. 
Perhaps the crowning performance 
of the evening, in its prophetic ac- 
cent and rhapsodic fire was the de- 
livery of Martha’s exhortation from 
“‘Khovantchina.”” This was indeed 
the voice of a people rather than a 
sophisticated artist and the lines 


a sure mastery that stirred the audi- 
ence. Rachmaninoff’s songs were 
called ‘Cease thy singing; maiden 
fair” _ (otherwise known by other 

glish translation as “Songs of 
Grusia’’).and.‘‘Oh, the Pain.’’ The 
former song had .the sensuous la- 
ment, the color, the Asiatic inflec- 
tion that enters so largely into one 
phase of Russian music, and it was 
one of the songs best fitted to the 
interpreter’s voice and musical per- 
sonality. These performances were 
followed. by many encores. 


HENRI DEERING RETURNS. 


American Pianist Gives a Satisfying 
' Recital at Carnegie Hall. 


Henri Deering, American pianist, 
who’ recently. returned from San 
Francisco after. appearing there with 
the San Francisco Symphony Or- 
chestra under the baton of Bernar- 
dino Molinari, gave his first recital 
of the season last evening at r- 
negie Hall. His program comprised 
Bach’s French Suite in G, Schubert’s 
Impromptu, Op. 90, No. 3; Brahm’s 
variations end fugue on a theme of 
Handel, some Chopin pieces, two 
dances by Ravel and Debussy’s 
“L’'Isle Joyeuse.”’ 

It was a wide and exacting range, 
historically, technically and musica!- 
ly, and in a pianist of less gifts than 
those which Mr. Deering possessed 
would have been sure to betray more 
than one hiatus. The soloist last eve- 
ning succeeded in catching the es- 
sence of each period in a manner 
satisfying both intellectually and 
emotionally. 

From the rounds of applause which 
greeted the recitalist after each com- 
position it would be difficult to judge 
which school most pleased his hear- 
ers. It was perhaps the playing of 
the Brahms variations which gave 
the auditor the most varied enjoy- 
ment. Instead of the usual negative 
and drab academic version, the 
pianist’s reading was rumination 
streaked with fantasy. It would not 
be too: much to say it was an Ed- 
mund ,Waller in the language of the 
keyboard. His reading of Chopin 
was essentially masculine. No maud- 
lin sentimentality obtruded. 

Mr. Deering’s art has matured 
more and more at each visit in five 
seasons past. Yesterday’s . concert 
was marked by a more subtle com- 
mand of varying dynamics and tone- 
color than ever before. A large au- 
dience recalled the: pianist at each 
opportunity. 


KATHARINE IVES PLAYS.

Katharine Ives, pianist, presented 
an interesting program last evening 
at Steinway Hall. Her program in- 
cluded an andante of Beethoven’s, 
Brahms’s first and second inter- 
mezzi, Op.

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LONDON AND THE LEAGUE. 


Prime Minister MACDONALD has 
decided not to postpone for a few 
days the opening of the London 
Naval Conference, although the date, 
Jan. 21, almost collides with the day 
set for the meeting of the Council 
of the League of Nations.

-ister MACDONALD is himself to be a 
British delegate, and might claim 
precedence, though it is hard to see 


“how he could detach himself from

enough to direct the proceedings. 
... However that may be, it is beyond 


| “question that Mr. MACDONALD will 


not do or say anything which might 
appear to be even an indirect slight 
to the League of Nations. It is only 
necessary to recall his address at 
-Geneva on Sept. 3 of this year. His 
stress was laid upon the League as 
superior to all separate agreements 
that might be made between the na- 
tions, and his pledge was to cooper- 
“ate in every way with the Disarma- 
ment Commission of the League of 
Nations. He declared that his hope 
was to be able to report a five- 
-Power treaty for reducing naval ar- 
maments, but that this was to be 
_considered in the light of the efforts 
of the League, in which he heart- 
ily sympathized, to bring about a 
‘scheme of disarmament for the 
whole world. All this is in line with 
' what Prime Minister MACDONALD 
said more than once in his Ameri- 
can speeches. Far from ignoring or 
desiring in any way to hamper or 
snub the League of Nations, his pur- 
pose is to exalt it at every point 
possible, and to acknowledge it as 
“the supreme organ of peace through- 
out the entire earth. 
| 
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> BIG BUSINESS AND WAR. 
There is a cynical period after 





“every war during which agitators 
| shout that men of large industrial 
| affairs provoke the conflict for the 
<purpose of making money. The proof 
“to the contrary is impressive. Some 
authorities on statistics hold that 
.over the course of two decades, in- 
“eluding a great war, business can be 
sshown to have suffered rather than 
gained... At all events, in the ranks 
of great industrialists today there is 
@ movement to pool their assets 
against war. The recent letter of 
| Mr. EpwarD HuRLEY of Chicago to 
the president of the International 
Chamber of Commerce in Brussels 
deals with this. He carries the idea

of denying raw materials to bellig- 
erents further than did _ either 
GEORGE OTIS SMITH or Sir THOMAS 
HOLLAND. 

Professor SMITH, who is the head 
of the United States Geological Sur- 
vey, wrote a book in 1919, “The 
Strategy of Minerals,” in which he 
showed the part they play in war. 
Sir THOMAS HOLLAND, principal of 
the University of Edinburgh, in an 
address delivered in South Africa 
contended that if the United States 
and Great Britain should agree “to 
“refuse to export mineral products 
“to those countries that infringe 
“the Kellogg pact, no war can last 
“very long.” Mr. HURLEY goes be- 
yond minerals to power and trans- 
portation. But the general note is 
the same. It is the massing of big 
business against war. 

Many persons in many countries 
became rich because of the World 
War. Some American fortunes and 
industries date their importance from 
it. But leaving humanitarian con- 
siderations to one side, it is unques- 
tioned that great employers of labor 
and producers of commodities who 
are engaged on long-time enterprises 
have found that the ways of peace 
best promote prosperity. If any 
branch of business ever had a theory 
that war created wealth in the broad 


35 | aspect of economics, that belief has 


vanished or igs vanishing. Did the 
power to maintain peace rest with 
the great induStrialists, there is lit- 
tle doubt that they would make any 
necessary agreement. As the dis- 
cussion grows, the will to accomplish 
the benevolent purpose grows with 
it. Peace, which until recently has 
largely been the concern of states- 
men and idealists, is beginning to 
settle on the roofs of industry. 


THE STATE CRIME COMMISSION. 


In the report of the Crime Com- 

mission for 1929 there is a historical 
review of what has been done since 
1926 to improve the administration 
of criminal justice in this State. In 
no spirit of ingratitude for what has 
been done, fully recognizing a con- 
siderable achievement, we may best 
aid the commissioners by dwelling 
on some vital changes which they 
have proposed again and again but 
to which the Legislature has re- 
mained deaf. Why should a prose- 
cuting attorney be forbidden to say 
a word to the jury about the refusal 
of a defendant to take the witness 
stand? If the defendant is inno- 
cent, why is he silent? Why does 
the Legislature refuse so to amend 
the Code of Criminal Procedure as 
to withdraw a protection needed 
only by the guilty? 
The commission has proposed that 
the Legislature pass a resolution for 
a constitutional amendment enabling 
it to provide by statute that a de- 
fendant, charged with any other 
crime than murder, may waive a 
trial by jury and have his case dis- 
posed of by a judge. This is no 
utopian dream. For many years 
it has been in successful operation 
in Maryland. It has been found 
greatly to expedite justice and re- 
duce its cost. Some other States 
have envied and studied it. It has 
been introduced, with effect, in 
Hartford. Purely optional to the 
defendant, it deprives him of no 
right. In cases that have resulted 
in local excitement and bias, it is a 
guarantee of impartiality. 

A Federal judge, like an English 
judge, is not a figurehead or an 
automaton at a trial over which he 
presides. With his trained judgment 
he steers it. He is allowed to com- 
ment upon the testimony of wit- 
nesses. He is a help to the jury in 
finding its way through a jungle of 
confusing and conflicting testimony. 
If justice be the purpose of a trial, 
a judge should not be barred from 
aiding the jury in finding it. The 
absolute right of the jury to em- 
body its own conclusions in the ver- 
dict, if one is reached; the absolute 
right of the dissenting juryman or 
jurymen, if there is no agreement, 
remains unimpaired. 

In these vainly repeated recom- 
mendations of the Crime Commis- 
sion are the potentialities of a fruit- 
ful and far-reaching improvement of 
our system of criminal justice. But 
time was made for lawyers, and the 
Legislature is a lawyer. 











THE GOVERNMENT’S LANDS 
AND WARDS. 

In his annual report the Secre- 
tary of the Interior not only reviews 
the work of the past year but also 
reassembles the new policies which 
he has suggested from time to time 
in his public addresses since taking 
office. Again he outlines his pro- 
posal for the ultimate transfer to 
the States of those portions of the 
public domain which do not include 
“ such forest, park, Indian and simi- 
“lar reservations as have a na- 
“ tional as well as local importance.” 


‘|He suggests turning over to the 


States the work of distributing the 
waters impounded by the Federal 
Reclamation Service. He reiterates 
his hope that the Indian stock will 
merge with the rest of the nation, 
and urges that within twenty-five 
years the Indian Bureau cease to 
exist and the Indians themselves be 
given full custody of their own 
affairs. 

Those who had supposed that 
Secretary WILBUR’S early pronounce- 
ments on these subjects would be 
modified later will be disap; ted. 
The modifications are few.””He has 
made it clearer that he does. not 
contemplate turning over the na- 





tional parks, forests and Indian 





reservations to the States. But in 
elaborating the great need for con- 
trol of the watersheds in the West- 
ern country he once more states his 
view that the States can best deal 
with this problem. Yet unless they 
have become “ conservation-minded ” 
in the last six months, there is little 
prospect that the watersheds will be 
protected if the public domain is 
turned over to the States in the be- 
lief that they will discourage over- 
grazing and other practices which 
denude the land. 

The proposed Indian policy seems 
to be based on the theory of assimi- 
lation, although the Secretary now 
admits that in those cases—he men- 
tions some of the Indians of the 
Southwest as examples—where the 
Indians have a culture of their own 
it may be wise to perpetuate it. In 
fact, assimilation would mean exter- 
mination. It would complete by eco- 
nomic spoliation the taking of the 
lands of the Red man by unscrupu- 
lous whites. It would also imply de- 
struction of his religious and ethical 
life. Whoever doubts this need only 
study the Indian remnants in the 
Eastern States who have been 
treated as “equals” by the whites 
for the last few generations. 

In the matter of the national 
parks Secretary WILBUR is more 
far-sighted. He is now committed 
to the policy of leaving large areas 
in their wilderness state, accessible 
only on foot or on horseback. He 
recognizes the danger of too much 
development of roads and camps 
and points out that “ preservation 
“of primitive landscape conditions, 
“adequate protection of wild life, 
“and the safeguarding of forests 
“and watersheds cannot be carried 
“out if a reasonable balance be- 
“tween accessibility and wilderness 
“value is not maintained.” 

Critics of Secretary WILBUR may 
comfort themselves with the thought 
that he has as his assistants and as 
the directors of the various bureaus 
under him men of wide experience 
and of long devotion to the public 
interests. Added to the well-known 
high character of the Secretary him- 
self this is a guarantee that the 
Department of the Interior will be 
one of the best administered branches 
of the government. In time some of 
the inadequately studied portions of 
the new policies may be modified. 


CHILDREN’S READING. 


In the last few years the variety 
of children’s books has been won- 
derfully enlarged. There are more 
books written for children, just as 
there are many more of all kinds, 
and it is somewhat surprising how 
few of the new ones are worthless. 
People. who realize the needs of 
young readers have been busy sup- 
plying the demand. Some of the 
important writers for adults have 
taken a reminiscent look at their 
own childhood and produced charm- 
ing stories for modern children. Pub- 
lishers get artists with a feeling for 
the child love of fantasy and gro- 
tesquery to illustrate old favorites 
as well as new tales, and much of 
care and money goes into the mak- 
ing of the books. The quality of 
paper, the typography and format 
receive more attention than is the 
case with the average book for 
adults. , 

An interesting classification of 
children’s books appears in the De- 
cember Bulletin of the New York 
Public Library. The list is made up 
of part of the titles included in the 
present exhibition in the central 
children’s room of the library. With 
the purpose of helping people who 
intend to give books for Christmas, 
the directors have collected good 
editions of the perennial favorites 
and the best of the new material. If 
you know your child, you can go 
straight to the group which suits his 
taste and make your selection. It 
would not be a bad plan to take him 
to the exhibition and let him browse 
about. Twenty years ago the child 
with bookish leanings had a better 
time prowling in the grown-ups’ 
library than in his own meager de- 
partment, but now he can find every 
kind of diversion and instruction in 
the shelves intended for his use. 

There is, for example, a group of 
books about animals. The “ Jungle 
Book ” must be found:on that shelf, 
though of course it is not listed, as 
only new publications are mentioned 
in the excerpt printed in the Bulle- 
tin. There is a book to enchant 
young visitors to the zoo—*“ Ani- 
mals Looking at You,” by PAUL EIP- 
PER, who visits the zoo every morn- 
ing, with photographs described as 
“very expressive.” Another with 
interesting illustrations is about pre- 
historic animals. MARGERY BIANCO’S 
“All About Pets” tells in simple 
language how the child can care for 
his cat, dog or other pet. 

The active child, who needs to be 
encouraged to read, should have 
something from the group devoted 
to making and doing things. Books 
that give clear directions how to 
make toys from materials easily ob- 
tained, books on stamps and collect- 
ing, books on building railroads, 
castles of cards and clipper ship 
models should delight the youngster 
with a knack for these things and 
a yearning for a little aid. Plays 
for children are illustrated and often 
have pages of instructions about 
costumes and simple productiony. 
There is a long list of books really 
notable for their choice illustrations 
and design. History, travel, art and 
architecture have been put into 
forms that young minds absorb 
greedily. This is all in addition to 
stories of fairies, of adventures and 











the usual legends and tales of 
heroes, real and mythical. A gener- 
ous fill of intellectual fare for the 


young! 





THE POSTAL DEFICIT. 


The problem of the Postoffice De- 
partment, like that of many humble 
folk these days, is how to make 
both ends meet. Postmaster General 
BROWN reports a deficit for the fis- 
cal year just closed of $85,461,176. 
Although not so large as Postmaster 
General New feared, that is a siz- 
able shortage, even for a generation 
accustomed to lavish government 
spending. It looms even larger when 
one stops to think that the depart- 
ment has no overhead in the shape 
of bonds to redeem or interest to 
pay, since plant and equipment are 
provided by direct appropriation. 
There was a time, years ago, when 
deficits were rare, and even up to 
the close of the nineteenth century 
they seldom exceeded eight or ten 
million dollars a year, the theory be- 
ing that the department should be 
self-sustaining. In 1921, however, it 
went $157,502,399 in the red; a year 
ago $32,121,096. 

In his summary of last year’s re- 
sults, Mr. BROWN explains the bad 
showing. It was mainly due to addi- 
tional pay for postal workers voted 
by Congress, ocean mail and foreign 
air-mail contracts and special com- 
pensation to railroads directed by 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion; all these extras coming at a 
time when Congress in its wisdom 
had fixed new rates resulting in sub- 
stantially reduced revenues. The 
Postmaster General describes the 
present rate system as “the most 
“complicated that has ever been in 
“effect.” He has already inaugu- 
rated one reform: hereafter the vari- 
ous mail subsidies and their equiva- 
lent in special privilege are to 
be separately accounted for. Mr. 
BRowN does not think it fair to 
charge to the ordinary operating ex- 
penses of the department such items 
as the handling of rural weeklies 
carried free within the county of 
origin, postal differentials favoring 
vessels of American registry, mail 
sent out by government departments 
in “penalty” envelopes, and so on. 
The total cost of these facilities 
last year was $31,232,907. Members 
of Congress who have been criticized 
for excessive indulgence in their 
franking privilege will be quick to 
point out that it cost the govern- 
ment only $637,308. 

Mr. BROWN would have Congress 
reimburse him for some of these ex- 
penditures so that his books will not 
show quite such an unfavorable bal- 
ance. He is also anxious to have the 
public-building program speeded up 
in order that the department may 
not have to spend so much on rented 
quarters. One suggestion he makes 
to which only the lazy and shiftless 
clients of his service will enter ob- 
jection: that when a letter is so in- 
sufficiently or improperly addressed 
that the postmaster has to go to the 
trouble of looking up the addressee, 
he be allowed to charge two cents 
extra for his pains. It is rather odd 
to find that so conspicuous a mem- 
ber of an administration pledged to 
the merit system and the reorgani- 
zation of government should fail to 
include among his recommendations 
the suggestion advanced by several 
of his predecessors that postmaster- 
ships be taken wholly out of poli- 
tics and placed directly under civil 
service, 
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COMMUNISTS AND THE UNIONS. 


Communist influence in the Jewish 
labor movement in this country has 
been reduced to a point where the 
opponents of communism feel justi- 
fied in joyfully putting the fact on 
record. The Jewish Socialist Federa- 
tion, an organization representing 
the political side of trade-union 
activity, at its annual convention in 
this city adopted a resolution pro- 
claiming the victorious end of the 
battle against the Red forces. At 
greater length the International 
Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union in 
convention at Cleveland deals with 
the final settlement of a conflict 
which for this particular organiza- 
tion took on the character of a life- 
and-death struggle. The report of 
the General Executive Committee to 
the convention declares: 

For the first time in many years 
we meet in an atmosphere freed of 

rancor and fraternal discord. * * * 
In the cloak trade, both numer- 
ically and with regard to influence, 
they [the Communists] are a zero. 
Ninety-nine per cent of the cloak- 
makers have divorced themselves 
completely from the Left night- 
mare. 

The full consequences of Left domi- 
nation in the cloakmakers’ union 
are still to be met. The Cleveland 
convention must arrange for the 
liquidation of a debt of a million 
and a quarter dollars incurred by 
the Left leaders during the six 
months’ strike of 1926, which was 
waged primarily in the interest of 
the “class war.” Several times that 
amount must have been the loss in 
wages during the strike. It ended in 
a fiasco and very nearly in the ruin 
of the International Ladies’ Garment 
Workers’ Union, representing twen- 
ty-five years of constructive and 
responsible effort in trade-union 
upbuilding. After the cloakmakers’ 
strike came, in the following year, 
the fur strike—a desperate gesture 
to restore Communist prestige. In 
that strike the Left shot its bolt. 
The moderate opposition within the 
cloakmakers’ union was now in a 
position to take charge. In the 
process of reconstruction the leader- 
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ship of the union was subjected to 
something of the purging process 
annually employed by the Russian 
Communist party. 

For the downfall of the Commu- 
nist element the primary reason is 
undoubtedly the mischief wrought 
by Red policy within the labor 
unions. As everywhere else, it was 
made clear that the Communist 
leaders were interested in the unions 
and their membership only as tools 
for the furtherance of the class war. 
If class embitterment could be pro- 
moted by a lost strike, it was prefer- 
able to a successful strike. If a 
union could not be captured, then it 
must be disrupted. The argument 
for self-preservation must have 
been reinforced for the Jewish labor 
organizations by the spectacle of 
what has been happening to organ- 
ized labor in Russia—the subjection 
of the unions to government control 
and the re-establishment of a form 
of “discipline” in the factories that 
is not easy to distinguish from labor 
conscription. 








THE TOMB OF TIMOTHY. 


Report that the tomb of one whom 
St. PAUL calls “my own son in the 
faith” has been found in Ephesus 
brings nearer the life of the Pauline 
period. There dwelt DEMETRIUS, the 
silversmith, who made shrines for 
Diana and so brought no small gain 
to the men of his craft. His busi- 
ness was threatened by the coming 
of the missionary who “ persuaded 
and turned away much people” by 
his preaching that there are no gods 
made with hands. 

The people were full of wrath and 
would doubtless have dealt violently 
with PAUL and his companions had 
not the town clerk made a speech 
which is a model of prudence, re- 
minding them that the law was open 
to them and that there were officers 
to administer justice, with whom 
DEMETRIUS and his craftsmen might 
“implead one another.” If there 
were other matters concerning which 
they wished to make inquiry, they 
should be determined “in lawful 
assembly.” 

When the uproar was over, PAUL 
departed to Macedonia, but later 
sent from his prison in Rome an im- 
mortal letter to the ‘“ saints that are 
in Ephesus.” With it are to be kept 
the two letters to TIMOTHY himself, 
the second written from Rome 
(when PAUL was brought a second 
time before NERO), being addressed 
to him as the “first Bishop of the 
church of the Ephesians.” The 
instructions about the office of 
“Bishop ” are still pertinent, but the 
portions which relate to woman's 
place are no longer read in the 
churches today: 

But I suffer not a woman to 
teach, nor to exercise authority 
over the man, but to be in silence. 
For Apam was first formed, then 
Eve. And ApaM was not deceived, 
but the woman being deceived was 
in the transgression. Notwithstand- 
ing she shall be saved in child- 
bearing if she continue in faith and 
charity and holiness with sobriety. 

The closing words of the second let- 

ter tell in what affection PAUL held 
TIMOTHY. “ Do thy diligence to come 
shortly unto me,” and again before 
he comes to the very end, “ Do thy 
diligence to come before Winter,” 
and ‘‘when thou comest bring with 
“thee the cloak I left at Troas and 
“the books, but especially the parch- 
“ments.” The actual tomb of TIMO- 
THY may be there among the baths 
with central heating and the ruins 
of the temple of Diana of the Ephe- 
sians, but his real tomb is as that 
of one who “unburied lies,” for it 
is the universe into which TIMOTHY 
was carried by the epistles addressed 
to him.

Capone, thought so when 
he had himself committed to jail 
in Pennsylvania. But young REUBEN 
Kaminsky of Brooklyn tragically dis- 
covered otherwise, and Warden LAwEs 
at Sing Sing is at work trying to 
discover the prisoner who stabbed 
the boy to death and the weapon with 
which the crime was committed. 

In mystery stories’ these things are 
never found out by the authorities; 
they are run down by amateur detec- 
tives. In real life the only difference 
is that the amateur detectives also 
fail to find the facts. For the crimi- 
nal code steps in at this point. With 
some it is a point of honor not to 
tell; with others silence is based on 
fear. One phase of this noblesse 
oblige of prisons is dwelt upon in Mr. 
Fiavin’s current play, ‘‘ The Crimi- 
nal Code.”’ : 

Assumption by the Warden that 
KAMINSKY’S Was a vengeance murder 
appears to be supported by the fact 
that revelations dragged from him by. 
detectives after a robbery involved 
others who joined him at Sing Sing. 
In crooks’ parlance, a_guy is sup- 
posed always to ‘‘keep his nose 
clean,’”’ that is, never to ‘‘squeal.’’ 
If he does, the consequences may be 
fatal. In DoNnaLp C.uarKe’s exciting 
novel of New York gun-life, ‘‘Louis 
Biretti,”’ there is an unforgetable 
picture of ‘“‘Big Italy,’’ who carried 
out personally many vengeances of 
this sort. To deal with such a sys- 
tem is one of the law’s greatest and 
most difficult problems.

ic Society with place names in 
no Jess than forty-six languages. The 
first is to familiarize the American 
public with the recent substitutes for 
old names: Leninerad for St. Peters- 
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burg, Tallinn for Reval, Karlovar for 
Carlsbad, Oslo for Christiania, Cobh 
for Queenstown, &c. That obviously 
is a lesson which ought to be learned 
for reasons beyond courtesy to the 
nation addressed. It is safer, too. 
Try sending a letter to Tsaritsyn in- 
stead of Stalingrad, and the chances 
are that local patriotism will prevent 
arrival at its destination. 

Much more arduous is the task 
which the National Geographic So- 
ciety would impose upon American 
readers when it suggests that in 
courtesy we use the place names as 
they appear in the home languages. 
Possibly one may in time learn that 
i$ is Roma on the Tiber, and perhaps 
Napoli and Venezia for the pedanti- 
cally inclined. But it is absurd to 
Suppose thet people will go to the 
trouble of writing Wien for Vienna, 
Lisboa for Lisbon, ’s Graavenhage 
for The Hague, K6ébenhavn for Co- 
penhagen. 

The assumption that there is dis- 
courtesy involved in calling cele- 
brated places out of their names is 
not well grounded. If anything, it 
is a compliment. The implication is 
that a name has become so world 
famous that it is a part of every 
language, each one treating it as 
though it were native. For an Amer- 
ican to say Firenze is to be a bit 
snobbish or precious or otherwise 
limited. To say Florence is to desig- 
nate the city of Dante, the Mepicr 
and SAVONAROLA. 


The aviator who 
Airplanes captured a_ wild 
as goose in Iowa by 

Game Drivers, Chasing it until it 

became’ exhausted 
and dropped to earth deserves about 
as much credit as would a man who 
caught an antelope by pursuing it in 
a flivver until it could run no more. 
As a stunt it has novelty. As sports- 
manship it is beyond the pale. 

Protests have recently been made 
by the owners of a private bird sanc- 
tuary on the south shore of Long Is- 
land to the effect that when ducks 
have sought shelter there an air- 
plane has swooped down low over 
the water, scaring them so that they 
have flown out into the waters of the 
Great South Bay where hunters were 
waiting to shoot them. 

The fair implication is that as the 
number of aviators increases the ne- 
cessity of regulations grows greater. 
The thoughtlessness that makes a 
man willing to chase birds out of a 
sanctuary or to tire them out in pur- 
suit invites control by law. In sev- 
eral States it is already forbidden to 
hunt from an airplane. Aviators 
should also be prevented from using 
airplanes to ‘‘beat up’’ game. 


Many French- 
men who visit 
our schools are 
shocked at the 
nonchalant __atti- 
tude of American students. But 
though French students may devote 
more time to studying and much less 
to dancing and ‘‘dates,’’ they do not 
all come through their examinations 
with flying colors. 

A French magazine lists a number 
of answers which surprised and 
amused the examining professors. One 
question asked was, ‘‘Can you tell 
why Napo.teon I detested the Eng- 
lish?’? The young candidate re- 
plied: ‘“‘It was because they were 
responsible for his death at St. 
Helena.” 

Another student, apparently not 
familiar with the geography of the 
New World, was asked, ‘‘How long 
does it take to go by rail from Hali- 
fax to Vancouver?”’ ‘‘That depends,”’ 
he replied, ‘‘on the speed of the 
train.’’ 

ANATOLE FRANCE himself, when up 
for examination, was guilty of a 
blunder. ‘‘You come very well rec- 
ommended,”’ said the examiner. ‘I 
will ask you only a few easy ques- 
tions. The Seine empties into La 
Manche, does it not? And the Loire 
into the Atlantic Ocean? And the 
Gironde also into the Atlantic?’”’ 
Young France, full of confidence, re- 
plied ‘‘Oui, Monsieur.’’ When the 


professor went on to say, ‘‘And the 
Rhone flows into Lake Michigan?’’ 
he had not even heard the question 
but automatically smiled and repeat- 
ed. ‘‘Oui, Monsieur.’’ 

Perhaps this contretemps explains 
ANATOLE FRANCE’S low opinion, ex- 
pressed later in life, of the value of 
set examinations as a criterion of 
intellectual merit in a student.

Ii Contempiates Nothing Resembling 

Oxford and Cambridge System. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Tue Times has estimated, from 
time to time, that the new Harvard 
‘‘house plan’’ contemplates units ap- 
proaching in some respects the col- 
leges at Oxford and Cambridge. 
Such statements cause a good deal 
of irritation to Harvard people and 
some amusemer.t to thcse well ac- 
quainted with the older English uni- 
versities. The new houses are un- 
like Oxford or Cambridge colleges in 
the very things which are essential 
to those colleges. 

In the first place, Oxford Colleges 
supervise the tezching of their stu- 
cents. This teaching is done by the 
colleges, with university assistance. 
No one need go to university classes 
or lectures unless he and his college 
so choose. The university has direct 
control only in examinations for the 
degrees. Nothing of this is planned 
at Harvard. The university qua uni- 
versity will still do all the teaching. 
No change or reform in teaching 
method is planned in connection 
with the houses. 

In the second place, Oxford and 
Cambridge Colleges are self-support- 
ing, self-determining and self-con- 
tained corporations. The university, 
for instance, cannot set foot within 
the premises of a college without 
permission of the college. The fel- 
lows are elected by the colleges, not 
appointed by the university. This 
self-directed independence is the 
very heart and soul of the English 
college system. Nothing like this is 
contemplated at Harvard. The uni- 
versity owns the houses, appoints 
their heads and associates, directs 
their policy. 

As a very prominent man at Cam- 
bridge University said last Summer 
to some of us who vere visiting him: 
‘‘The Harvard house plan has no re- 
semblance to anything here. It is, 
apparently, an excellent new dormi- 
tory scheme and nothing more.” 

Now, it is only fair to say that 
Harvard authorities do not claim it 
is anything more. It is a little un- 
just for the papers to lead people to 


believe that the house plan is more 
than it is. It leads to misunderstand- 
ing of an interesting, if very expen- 
sive, dormitory reform, and confuses 
college theory generally.

BYRD’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


If Volivian Theory Is Correct, He 
Might Have Fallen Off Edge of Earth 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Without any desire to detract from 
the theoretical or practical accom- 
plishments of Commander Byrd and 
his sturdy comrades, we say un- 
equivocally that Commander Byrd’s 
flight, which was reported in the 
newspapers Nov. 30, does not prove 
the earth to be a globe. He simply 
flew to a point which he believes to 
have been ninety degrees south and 
then back to his starting place. 
According to the popular theory of 
a globular earth, ninety degrees 
south would be the South Pole, but if 
ninety degrees south is any point-in 
a sixty-thousand mile circle of ice 
which bounds on the south all the 
Southern seas, then this flight of 
Byrd’s means nothing so far as the 
shape of the earth is concerned. 
Let Commander Byrd fly around 
the so-called continent of Antarctica 
or from Ross Sea to Graham Land 
or let some one fly around the earth 
at fifty degrees south latitude and 
prove it to be the same distance as 
it is at fifty dezrees north latitude. 
Few people realize that these dis- 
tances are found only by theory and 
that proof is still lacking for the 
theory on which the calculations are 


based. We are still seeking proof 

that the earth is a globe. 
Commander Byrd must know that 

the sea is a vast outstretched plane 

ill-fitted to become any part of a 

globular surface. The truth is, the 

earth is a circular plane.

It Is Detrimental to. Industry as 
Well as to Individual, She Says, 
Suggesting Remedies. ; 





Child labor is detrimental not only 
to the physical and mental welfare 
of children but also to the economical 
and efficient operation of. industry 
as well, according to Miss Anne S. 
Davis, director of vocational guidance 
of the Board of Education of Chi- 
cago, who, as chairman of the com- 


mittee on vocational guidance and 


child labor of the White House Con- 
ference on Child Health and Protec- 


tion, met with her group for the first 
— yesterday at the Hotel Commo- 
ore. 

The committee, composed of phy- 
sicians, teachers, social workers, la- 
bor leaders and experts on voca- 
tional guidance and child labor from 
all sections of the country, was or- 
ganized to compile all available data 


on the subjects as the first step’ 


toward formulating recommendations 
to be presented to President Hoover 
when the conference convenes a year 
hence. Dr. H. E. Barnard, director 
of the White House conference, ex- 
plained its.purpose and the scope of 
work it entails. In outlining the 
— of her committee, Miss Davis 
Said: 

“All intelligent people know that 


child labor is not economical; that | 


it is fatal to labor because it lowers 


wages; that it is not in harmony with | 


efficiency for the manufacturer}; that 


it is not conducive to the. education ' 
or to the physical health and vigor , 


of the nation. Yet child labor goes 
on and children are’ permitted to 
enter industry at 14 with relatively 
few exceptions. 

‘‘America has not even had the in- 
tellectual curiosity to try to find out 
what industry does to her children. 
We do not know how scientifically 
bad industry is for them nor what 
are the effects of different kinds of 
work upon their development. 

‘‘We have in the past worked for 
an eight-hour day for children in in- 
dustry. But an eight-hour day has 
been set for adults in ‘many lines of 
work, and if eight hours ‘is long 
enough working day. for an adult it 
is too long for a growing child.’’ 

Three-fourths of the working chil- 


dren in the United States, Miss Davis | 


said, are employed in agriculture, ‘‘the 
most difficult of all occupations to 
regulate.’’ The most serious objec- 
tion to farm work for children, she 
held, was that it invariably tended 
to keep children out of school. 

“If rural schools can be improved,”’ 


she said, ‘‘and made to interest the , 


pupils and meet their needs, manned 
with teachers at living wages, and 


if compulsory attendance laws are | 


enforced, then we shall have elimi- 
nated the worst evil of child em- 
ployment in agriculture.’’ 

She suggested studies also in child 
employment in street trades; in pro- 
tection of. children from hazardous 
employment and dangerous ma- 
chinery; in the extent to which work- 
ing children who ‘are injured while 
at work are included in compensa- 
tion laws,, and in the administra- 
tion of child labor regulations by of- 
ficials in charge of enforcement. 

On the subject of vocational guid- 
ance, Miss Davis stressed the im- 
portance of guidance in early years 
to assure future happiness and right 
living. 

The committee was divided into 
two groups. Miss Edith Campbell, 
director of the Vocational Guidance 
Bureau of Cincinnati, was appointed 
chairman of the vocational guidance 
subcommittee, and Fred M. Wilcox. 
chairman of the Wisconsin Industrial 
Board, was appointed chairman of 
the subcommittee on child labor.

PAINTER OF MURALS 


He Had Decorated Library of 
Congress, State House in Bos- 
ton and Paulist Church Here. 








ARM PARALYZED IN 1927 





He Taught Himself to Use His Left 
Hand and Exhibited Two Pictures 
Since Then. 





CLIFTON SPRINGS, N. Y., Dec. 
2 (®).—Robert Reid, 67 years old, an 
artist, died today in Clifton Springs 
Sanitarium, where he had been a pa- 
tient for three years. His death re- 
sulted from shock suffered when he 
broke his hip on Wednesday, com- 
plicated by pneumonia, from which 
he had been recovering at the time 
of the injury. 

Mr. Reid had painted mural deco- 
rations for many public and private 


buildings, including the Library of 
Congress, in Washington; Appellate 
Court House, New York; Paulist Fa- 
thers’ Church, New York; the State 
House, Boston: the Palace of Fine 
Arts, San Francisco, and the win- 
dows of the H. H. Rogers Memorial 
Church at Fair Haven, Mass. 

His paintings are represented in 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, 
New York, and the Corcoran Art 
Gallery and the National Gallery at 
Washington. 

Mr. Reid was born in Stockbridge, 
Mass., on July 29, 1862. He studied 
at the Museum of Fine Arts, Boston, 
in 1880, and remained there for three 
years as an instructor, and from 1885 
to 1889 was connected with the Art 
Students League in New York. He 
studied in Paris at Academie Julien 
under Boulanger and LeFebvre, re- 
turning to New York and marrying 
Miss Elizabeth Reeves in 1907. 

He exhibited annually in the Salon 
at Paris and in the Paris Exposition. 
He was one of the eight painters 
who were chosen to paint the fres- 
coes of the domes on the Liberal 
Arts Building at the Chicago Ex- 
position. He received the Clarke 
art prize in 1887 and the first Hall- 
garten prize of the National Acad- 
emy of Design in 1898. He was the 
winner of the gold and silver medals 
at the Paris Exposition in 1900, the 
A. W. Clarke prize at the Corcoran 
Art Gallery in Washington in 1908 
and the gold medal at the San Fran- 
cisco Exposition in 1915. Mr. Reid 
was a member of the National In- 
stitute of Arts and Letters, the Ten 
American Painters Club, Players 
Club, Fencers Club, Lambs and the 
Lotos Club of New York. 


In 1927 Mr. Reid was stricken with 
paralysis, which affected his right 
arm and threatened to put an abrupt 
end to his career as an artist. y 
dint of laborious concentration, how- 
ever, he taught himself to resume his 
technique with his left hand, and in 
March of this year had two paintings 
in the Spring exhibition of the Na- 
tional Academy of Design, which he 

had executed with his left hand. The 
same paintings were exhibited at thc 
Corcoran Art. Gallery in Washington 
and at the Grand Central Galleries 
last year.

‘One-Time Provisional President 
Said He Left Haiti for Paris in 
1918 in Interest of Peace. 








OPPOSED OUR INTERVENTION 





He Was Quoted as Holding His 
Rival, Dartiguenave, Attained Office 
Through Aid of American Guns. 





PARIS, Dec. 2 @.—Dr. Rosalvo 
Bobo, 56 years old, one-time Pro- 
visional President and revolutionary 
leader in Haiti, died here today. 

Dr. Bobo was staying at the home 
of his brother, Henri Laraque, coun- 
selor at the Haitien Legation. 





Dr. Rosalvo Bobo, one-time Haitian 
Minister to the Dominican Repub- 
lic and a Cabinet Minister un- 
der President Davilmar Theodore ir 
1914, was leader of a revolutionary 
movement against President Vilbrun 
Guillaume Sam, who was killed by 
an infuriated mob in July, 1915. At 
the time Dr. Bobo’s forces were in 
control of Cape Haitien. President 


Sam was shot to death after he had 
ordered the execution of 160 politica! 
prisoners and the mob was composed 
in very large part of relatives of 
these victims. 

American marines took control of 
Port au Prince in order to protect 
the lives of foreigners and to estab- 
lish order. 

Dr. Bobo was in control of North- 
ern Haiti, but there was much op- 
position to his election as President 
and the candidacy of General Dar- 
tiguenave was put forward. 

In August, 1918, Dr. Bobo resigned 
as Chief Executive, dismissed his 
Cabinet and ordered all his Generals 
in the north to deposit their arms 
with the American authorities at 
Cape Haitien. The Haitian Congress 
met shortly thereafter and elected 
General Dartiguenave President, Dr. 
Bobo receiving only three votes. He 
left Haiti soon afterward saying 
that he feared his personal populari- 
ty among the people caused dis- 
orders. 

Dr. Bobo was an opponent of 
American intervention and later was 
quoted as saying that without Amer- 
ican guns Dartiguenave could never 
have attained or held the Presidencv.

Canada supplies more than half the 
newsprint tonnage consumed by 
American newspapers annually, the 
American Newspaper Publishers As- 
sociation announced yesterday, ac- 
cording to The Associated Press, in 
preparing for the emergency news- 
print convention of the association 
called to meet here next Monday. 

The association is expected to enter 
a protest against a movement to in- 
crease the newsprint price at Cana- 
dian mills, which, in keeping with 
the manufacturers’ policy of ‘‘one 
price to all,’’ the publishers pointed 
out, would force American paper pro- 
ducers to follow suit. The Canadian 
increase is sought by the provincial 
governments of Ontario and Quebec. 
Officiais of the association said that 
it is the general contention of the 
members that it would be unfair to 
increase the newsprint rates for the 
coming year. . 

Newsprint production for the first 
ten months of 1929 totaled 3,594,394 
tons, according to figures at the A. 
N. P. A. headquarters here, of which 
3,137,525 tons were consumed by 
American publishers.

HOLD 3 FOR MURDER 
IN SING SING YARD 


One of Three Negroes Accused 
Had Quarreled With Victim 
of Stabbing Last July. 








TWO KNIVES ARE FOUND 





Trio Placed In Solitary Confinement 
—Breakdown of “Code of Honor” 
Aids the Officials.

OSSINING, N. Y., Dec. 2.—The 
criminals’ ‘‘ecode of..honor’’ which 
sealed the lips of the Sing Sing con- 
victs yesterday when Reuben Ka- 
minsky, 17-year-old Brooklyn robber, 
was stabbed to death in a line-up of 
1,730 prisoners broke down today 
under the resentment of the white 
convicts at what they considered an 
unfair attack by older negroes on a 
white youth. 

As a result, Warden Lewis E. 
Lawes locked up one negro convict 
in solitary confinement under a 
charge of first-degree murder and 
had two others as accessories. Prison 
attendants said that there was such 
feeling against the three negroes 
among the inmates that their lives 


would be in danger if they were not 
so guarded. 


Steele Had Fight With Victim. 


The man directly charged with the 
murder is James Steele, 22 years old, 
who gave his occupation as an actor 
when he was admitted a year ago. 
He was convicted of attempted rob- 
bery in the Bronx and has a year 


more to serve. He has lost thirty 
days ‘‘good time’? by three infrac- 
tions of prison rules, the most seri- 
ous of which was a fight with Ka- 
minsky last July. 

Suspicion was directed to Steele 
because of this fight and also, it was 
said, by the discovery of blood on 
his clothing. The charges were filed 
against him late this afternoon after 
Warden Lawes and Dr. Amos O. 
Squire, Medical Examiner of West- 
chester County, 
questioning both convicts and prison 
guards who were present at the 
murder.

Rockefeller 3d Goes to Work With Father; 


Called ‘Way Too High’ 





At 26 Broadway yesterday morning 
a tall, modestly dressed young man 
with a twinkle in his eyes set about 
the task of preparing to assume con- 
trol of what is possibly the largest 
fortune in the world. John D. Rocke- 
feller 3d—23 years old and just out 
of college—has entered the office of 


his father, John D. Rockefeller Jr., 
to familiarize himself with the mul- 
tiple interests of the Rockefeller or- 
ganization and’ the handling of the 
nuge fortune to which he is an heir. 

At first he will just ‘‘browse around 
a bit,’””’ he explained. It was only 
Sunday that he returned from a post- 
graduate trip around the world, and 
although he reported for work yes- 
terday his father wants him to wait 
a week or so before working on a 
regular schedule. Later he will sit 
in at conferences with his father, 
study the administration of the va- 
rious Rockefeller oil, coal and phil- 
anthropic interests and make himself 
generally useful in the office. 

‘“‘We haven’t decided just what 
John’s salary will be yet,’’ his father 
said, ‘‘but whatever it is, it won't 
be any more than any other young 
man would get for doing the same 
work. If you think he is going to 
get any $5,000 or $10,000 a year, you 
are guessing way too high.” 

The younger Rockefeller, whose 
acquiline features are strikingly sug- 


gestive of his grandfather, towers a 
full six inches above his own father. 
He smiled good-naturedly at the lat- 
ter’s remark about his salary and 
reminded him that he was not an 
altogether inexperienced man. He 
was a temporary secretary of the 
information section. of the League of 
Nations secretariat the Summer be- 
fore last, and on his recent world 
tour he acted as secretary to James 

MacDonald, chairman of the 
American Foreign Policy Associa- 
tion. And he can use a typewriter, 
he added. 

His father will not attempt to in- 
fluence the youth’s choice of inter- 
ests in any way. He can occupy 
himself with whichever of the Rock- 
efeller interests appeals to him. He 
will not, however, go into the oil- 
fields in overalls, although he thinks 
it would be ‘‘darned interesting.’’ He 
majored in economics at Princeton 
and is interested in international af- 
fairs. He plays tennis and likes fic- 
tion. ‘He recently read Galsworthy’s 
“Forsyte Saga’’ and found it ‘‘very 
interesting.’’ He will live at home. 

Some one asked him if he were in 
love. 

“That’s rather a personal ques- 
tion,’’ interposed his father, but not 
before the son had had time to laugh 
and shake his head.

Postmaster General Gives Plans 
for Vessels Required on 13 
World Trade Routes.

Managers .of Present Lines and 
Prospective Bidders Called on 
$250,000,000) Building Project.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—The Fed- 
eral program for the development of 
ocean mail and trade routes will be 
laid before American shipping men 
by Postmaster General Brown at a 
series of conferences to be held 
within the next few weeks with oper- 
ators of present services and pros- 
pective bidders for ocean mail con- 
tracts upon the thirteen essential 
trade routes recently designated by 
the interdepartmental committee on 
ocean mail dontracts, according to 
plans announced by Mr. Brown 
today. 

The program calls not only fot the 
development of essential trade routes 
to all the important ports of the 
world, for which the construction of 
about forty new vessels, aggregating 
460,000 gross tons and costing $250,- 
000,000 is to be required, but also 
it is understood the development of 
strongly organized ship e, yhoed 
panies which, with the a 
ernment mail contracts, oar be 
able to close the gap between cost 
of operation of vessels under Amer- 
ican and under foreign registry and 
would be able to compete in speed 


and luxury of service with the finest 
foreign lines. 


Must Meet Naval Auxiliary Terms. 


At the same time, the Postmaster 
General made public the require- 
ments as to the construction of the 
proposed new vessels. 

These range from three 
superliners, each costing $30,000,000, 
for the five-day North Atlantic ser- 
vice, to 7,000-ton vessels with a speed 
of 14 knots, which would be put into 
the trade between New York and 
Batum and Odessa and other Black 
Sea ports. 

The tentative requirements of the 
ships for new trade routes, as far 
as construction is concerned, are 
those which the Postmaster General 
certified to the Shipping Board with 
the request that that body report

Justice Wasservogel Reports 
Test Is Complete Success— 
Panels Greatly Reduced. 








1,050 PICKED FOR 3 WEEKS 





2,300 Calied Last Year for Same 
Duty—Will Serve in 20 Trial 
Courts—Time Saving Seen. 





The Supreme Court jury pooling 
system, which has been under experi- 
ment for four months, had its first 
test yesterday as a definite arrange- 
ment under rules laid down_by the 
Appellate Division. As a result of the 
day’s operation, Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Wasservogel, who was named to 
conduct the selection of the panels 
for the twenty trial judges, reported 
to the Appellate Division that it was 
a complete success, not only in sav- 
ing -the time of the judges and 
jurors, but in cutting down the ex- 
pense of jury trials more than one- 
half. It was estimated that when the 
system is in’ full operation, citizens 
will be called for jury duty only once 
in three years, or gaa of every two 
years as at present. 

Trial Clerk McLaughlin, in charge 
of the jurors’ assembly rooms on the 
fourth <loor of the new County Court 
House, called 1,050 jurors in three 
groups between 9 and 10 A. M ‘yee: 
terday. The 1,050 were regarde 
sufficient to man the trial court jury 
boxes during the three weeks of the 
December term. A year ago 2,300 
were called for duty for the same 


period.

Attack by Four Robber Suspects 
Revealed as Attempt at a 
Wholesale Break. 





POLICE PISTOLS END MELEE 


Cry of Warder as He Falls Under 
Blows of Prison-Made Blackjack 
Brings Quick Aid. 


A desperate but unsuccessful at- 
tempt by four young robber suspects 
to escape and free twelve fellow- 
prisoners from the annex of the 
Bronx County Jail at Third Avenue 
and 161st Street Saturday afternoon 
was revealed yesterday by District 
Attorney John E. McGeechan and 
Sheriff Lester W. Patterson. 

The timely arrival of a policeman 
and a keeper prevented a wholesale 
jail delivery, Mr. McGeehan said, in 
announcing that today he would ask 
the December grand jury to indict 
the conspirators on charges of felo- 
nious assault and conspiracy. One 
keeper, Samuel Hanft, 52, of 1,026 
Cauldwell Avenue, the Bronx, was 
beaten severely in the mélée and 
was still confined to his home yes- 
terday. 

Make Blackjack in Jail. 


The only weapon in the hands of 
the prisoners, Mr. McGeehan 
was an improvised blackjack made 
of two watersoaked copies 
weekly magazine, bound together 
with wire from the spring of a cot 
and a leather belt. It weighed nine 
pounds. 

The attempted break took place 
about 3 P. M. Saturday when Hanft 
went to the second tier of cells for 
inspection. At this time the cell 
doors are unbolted and prisoners are 
permitted to walk up and down the | 
corridor for | exercise. As MHanft 
passed one of the cells in the middle 
of the tier, two prisoners jumped | 
upon him and knocked him uncon- 
scious with a blow on the jaw. Be-

The improvised blackjack was 
found under the bed in the cell which 
had been occupied + ae Kingdon de 
Norman, 19 years ol 17 East 
158th Street, who is 5 eeitin trial 
on two charges of pe! e and 
Samuel Lesser, 19, of 1,324 Prospect 
Avenue, the Bronx, led the attack, 
the authorities said. Robert Corkum, 
18, of Somerville, Mass., and Herbert 
Davis of Cleveland, Ohio, joined in 
the attack later, it was said. Corkum 
was awaiting transfer to Elmira Re- 
formatory to serve a term for rob- 
bery and Davis has been indicted 
for robbery.

ST. LOUIS, Dec. 2 (#).—Joseph 
Mogler, aged 53, State Senator and 


owner of three neighborhood motion 
picture theatres, who frequently 
signed bail bonds without charge in 
befriending gangsters and others 
charged with major crimes, was 
shot and killed today by one of two 
masked men who waited for his ar- 
rival at the Mogler Theatre. The 
slayers escaped. 

As no robbery was attempted the 
police investigation tonight centred 
on the theory that Senator Mogler 
was killed for revenge in some dis- 
pute growing out of his underworld 
friendships. A round-up of suspects 
was begun at once and several wo- 
men were questioned. 

Relatives and friends said Senator 
Mogiler had not been threatened, to 
their knowledge, and they knew of 
no enemies. He had gone further 
to bring back bond jumpers than 
any other local bondsman, police 
said, and in this way it was thought 
he a have incurred enmity.

TARTIS’S FATHER TRIES 
TO END LIFE IN CELL 


Dashes Head Against Bars in 
Newark After Revealing Hid- 
ing Place of Death Weapon. 


Dominick Tartis, father of John 
J. Tartis, fire captain, who was shot 


to death in his home, 160 Dayton 
Street, Newark, last Tuesday eve- 
ning, attempted suicide yesterday 
morning py battering his head 
against the bars of his cell at New- 
ark police headquarters. 

He was to have been arraigned 
yesterday, charged with the murder, 
Captain Philip Sebold announced, 
but the hearing was postponed. 

Tartis inflicted severe cuts on his 
head and lost much blood, but it 
was said at the City Hospital in 
Newark that he would recover. He 
is being held there. 

The attempt at suiicide was made 
shortly after he had pointed out to 
Captain Sebold and three detectives 
the pile of leaves in which he had 
hidden the .38calibre revolver with 
wh'th the fire captain was shot. He 
contended he hid it to shield the fact 
that his son had committed suicide. 

Tartis also uncovered two .38- 
calibre. bullets. He was taken to 
headquarters, questioned further and 
returned to his cell. Soon afterward 
Frank A. Smith, doorman at the 
jail, heard a thumping noise, and 
found Tartis hitting his head against 
the bars,. When the door of the cell 
was opened. Tartis dropped to his 
knees and rammed his head against 
the iron supports of the cell cot, He 
received first aid treatment and was 
removed to the hospital.

“T am delighted to announce that 
Louis A. Young has been appointed | 
to the new position as my assistant,”’ | 
said Chairman Sydney E. Hutchin- 
son. 

‘‘He is to assist me in direction of | 
the council work. It has been grow-| 
ing bigger, and ever since the death 
of Ernest B. Cozens, much of that 
work has fallen on my shoulders. 
His work will be to keep up the 
friendly relations with the big uni- 
versities that we have met in the 
past, and make new contacts with 
colleges and universities. In other 
words, he will be my liaison officer. 
We can work together and map out 
athletic plans in general. 


Will Attend Meetings. 


“Mr. Young will represent the uni- 
versity at intercollegiate meetings, 
such as the I. C. A. A. A. A., football 
and other gatherings. We couldn’t 
have picked a better man for the 
position.’ 

Information as to his appointment 
first came in a _ statement from 
Young himself this afternoon.

Compilation Shows Average 
Team Tallied 136.9 Points 
for Season, a Record. 








By The Associated Press. 
With the Cagles, Booths, Marsters 
and McEvers of 146 elevens scamper- 


ing over America’s gridirons for a 
new scoring record, the offensive 
pendulum of the. 1929 football season 
swung to its furthest extreme. 

Breaking all records of the last 
eight years, the country’s average 
team, determined from the records 
of 146 representative elevens, scored 
a total of 136.9 points in the course 
of the season for an average of 15.45 
points a game. While the team 
average was the highest by nearly 
four points, the average per game 
ranked only third, being exceeded by 
1922 eleven, which scored 19 
points a game, and the 1923 team, 
which rolled up 15.5 points. 

Playing in 1,294 ~ames, the 146 


schools used in compiling the aver- | 


age rolled up an aggregate score of 
19,994 points, while holding theiz 
epponents to 13,574 for a season's 
average of 93 points. 

Southern California’s high-powered 
attack piled up the largest score of 
the  Anipal among those considered, 
counting 400 points in ten games. 
Delaware scored only 18 points, to 
take possession of the cellar posi- 
tion. If points scored by opponents 
are any criterion of a team’s defen- 
sive strength, then Hobart and Ver- 
mont were the weakest of the major 
colleges, 309 points being scored 
against the former and 300 against 
the latter. Winning only two of its 
nine games, Vermont scored 25 of its 
31 points in. these contests. Hobart 
counted 33 points and failed to win 
a@ game. 

St. Mary’s, the mighty little school 
of the Pacific Coast, went through 
the season without having its goal 
line, crossed until the last game. 
Then Oregon turned the trick once 
to spoil the otherwise perfect record 
of St. Mary’s.

BANOVIC DEFEATS 
OLIN IN 10 ROUNDS 


Wins Verdict in St. Nicholas 
Arena—Loser’s First Set- 
back in 19 Bouts,

Defeat finally overtook Bob Olin, 
rugged young Brooklyn light heavy- 
weight last night in his nineteenth 


professional. fight. 

The pore of the local amateur 
ring who had gone through eighteen 
professional battles without sustain- 
ing a setback experienced his first 
reverse at the hands of Joe Banovic, 
te 4 young Binghamton boxer, at 
the St. Nicholas Arena, where a 
crowd of about 3,000 saw the upstate 
lad hammer his way to victory in a 
bitter bruising ten-round battle 
which served as the feature of a 
satisfactory card. 

Referee Tommy Sheridan and 
Judges Joe Brennan and Sidney Char- 
lin collaborated in the decision for 
Banovic when the clang of the last 
bell ended hostilities. No other de- 
cision was possible, because, in a 
battle which was essentially a test 
of brute strength between two com- 
paratively unschooled boxers Banovic 
proved himself stronger and better 
equipped than his’ rival in the mat- 
ter of giving and taking punishment. 

A rough, slamming fighter, Bano- 
vic overcame the best Olin had to 
ceffer by drilling home both hands re- 
peatedly to the body. 


Olin Wild at Long Range. 


At close quarters he was too 
rough for Olin and at long range 
Olin was too wild and unreliable in 
his fire to be effective. Olin showed 


well in the third and fourth rounds 
when he outboxed and outfought 
Banovic, and they led the crowd with 
a desperate rally in the ninth and 
tenth rounds when he fought Banovic 
blow for blow all over the ring. 

But in every other round Banovic 
earned clear margins by out-rushing 
and out-roughing Olin and _ out- 
fighting the Brooklynite in the spir- 
ited exchanges at close range. 

In the fifth round Olin went to 
one knee from a combination from 
being wrestled down and Banovic’s 
steady pounding of the right to heart 
at close quarters. 

Olin regained his feet at the count 
of two, but he was unmistakably 
hurt from this battering about the 
body “in this and subsequent rounds, 
and just a little bit discouraged when 
his best blows to the face, jaw and 
head failed to stop Banovic’s consis+ 
tent offensives. : 

Banovic weighed 173, and Olin 
172%. .

HENEVER and wherever an 
important sporting event is 
being staged, such as the in- 

tercollegiate games, the international 
polo matches, the Poughkeepsie re- 
gatta and a big, brown-haired man 
rises to voice enthusiasm, displaying 
in doing so one of the most remark- 
able smiles you ever looked at, you 
can put that man down as Lawrence 
McCheny Jones, otherwise Captain 
Biff Jones, Army football coach. 

It is legend that he misses few of 
the outstanding events in sports, and 
during the last few years he has 
perforce added to his list such other 
spectacles as the Army-Yale, Army- 
Notre Dame and Army-Navy grid- 
iron struggles. 

But last Saturday afternoon, when 
the Smiling Warrior brought his 
1929 edition of the Army eleven to 
the Yankee Stadium and sent them 
after Knute Rockne’s band of bat- 
tlers from South Bend, Ind., Cap- 
tain Biff Jones, West Point, '17, was 
giving the prelude to his swan song 
as Army coach. 


Going Back to School. 


It is quite possible that in the im- 
mediate future when highly spec- 
tacular sporting events occur in this 
part of the world Captain Jones will 
not be a spectator. He is going back 
to school. 

Of course there is a catch in that 
last statement. The Army football 
coach merely is departing for the Ar- 
tillery School, but he will first lead 
his eleven westward for the Stanford 
game on Dec. 28. 

In the regular course of events, 
the United States Army being un- 
sentimental in the matter, all West 
Point football coaches, no matter how 
good they may be, receive a detail 
after a while which takes them away 
from the Plains on the Hudson. So 
that Biff Jones’s passing is nothing 
out of the ordinary. 


Elected Team Captain in 1917. 


There was one season, however, 
when he packed his kit and departed 
from the Point with mingled joy and 
regret, marking a period that he 
is not likely to forget. That was 
in 1917, and the young giant who 
slipped out of the reservation at 
West Point was Lieutenant L. M. 
Jones, bound for the World War, joy 
in his heart. His regret was due 
to the fact that he had been elected 
captain of the Army football team; 
he had won that cherished post but 
could never fill it. 

In 1914, which is quite a march 
back along the gridiron trail, the an- 
nual picture of the Army football 
team designated man No. 11 as

Jones, left tackle. The next year it 
listed him the same way, but it might 
have prefixed the name by the sym- 
bol Biff. 

Biff was a symbol richly earned 
by Cadet Jones by the very logical 
process of biffing opposing lines. 
While Left Tackle Jones was oper- 
ating in the front line sector of 
the Army football manoeuvres in 
1914, 1915, 1916, Notre Dame and 
Navy were being trampled beneath 
cadet feet. 

Helped Beat Notre Dame. 


Left Tackle Jones helped to beat 
Notre Dame in 1914, helped to hold 
Notre Dame to a 7-0 victory in 1915 
and assisted in trouncing Notre 
Dame, 80 to 10, in 1916, In that same 
period Left Tackle Jones also aided 
Oliphant, McEwan and Vidal to sink 
Navy three times in a row. 

In fact, it was following the 1916 
struggle with Navy at the Polo 
Grounds, when Oliphant, McEwan 
and Vidal, the chief heroes, went 
back to West Point loaded down 
with such Navy trophies as fatigue 
caps, headgear and sweat shirts, 
that the team got together and 
elected Jones captain for 1917. 

Of -course the football captain- 
elect was delighted at the prospect. 
But in August of 1917 he was grad- 
uated ahead of time, commissioned 
a Second Lieutenant, simultaneously 
commissioned a First Lieutenant and

went off to war instead of football. 

In 1920 he was commissioned Cap- 
tain, was mustered out in 1922, then 
appointed a First Lieutenant, and in 
1926 again was made Captain. Also, 
in that year, he succeeded McHiwan 
as coach at West Point and he has 
been on that job ever since, 

He has been assisting also in build- 
ing up athletics in general and polo 
in particular at West Point. He was 
one of the leading forces in creating 
a heavier Army football schedule, 
with more dates away from home. 
The impelling reason was that Army 
could make more money away from 
the Plains; this meant more money 
for the athletic fund and for the 
Army’s new polo field. 


Popular With His Men. 


Football is not Captain Jones's 
leading diversion, odd as that state- 
ment may sound. He is diverted by 
any athletic activity, for which rea- 
son he never kept his players from 
other sports just because they were 
primarily football men. If they 
wanted to play lacrosse, hockey or 
anything else that might cause con- 
sternation on the part of most 
coaches, it was all right with Coach 
Jones. 

That is one of many reasons why 
the football squad at West Point to 
the man will vote for Biff Jones on 
almost any proposition that can be 
imagined. The men regard him as 
a great leader, a fine teacher, a 
square shooter, a real friend and a 
smiling taskmaster, 

Captain Jones was born in Wash- 
ington, D. C., on Oct. 8, 1895, so that 
it will be seen he is 34 years old. 
This is an age that is too young to 
make an army officer eligible for re- 
tirement. But Captain Jones is look- 
ing forward to that day. 


A Good Squash Player. 


“Then I can play squash all I want 
to,”” he exclaimed in confessing his 
secret desire the other day. 

But as a matter of fact he plays 
plenty of squash as it is and he is a 
good player. 

But the real ambition that he has 
in mind when he retires is to be a 
breeder of blooded horses. He wants 
to retire to raise horses and ride 
them and play them at polo. 

‘“‘Now, that is what I call life,”” he 
declared, smiling his famed smile. 

“Of course Army Captains when they 
retire might find it a bit difficult to 
become breeders of blooded horses,’’ 
he admitted. ‘‘But that is my ambi- 
tion just the same—that and beating 
Stanford in my farewell game as 
coach.”’

Walter Dear, winner of the $60,000 
Hambletonian Stakes and the great- 
est money-winning horse of the light 
harness turf this year, was sold yes- 
terday for $25,000, He was pur- 
chased by. Charles Mills of Berlin, 
well-known German trainer and 
driver, and will be shipped to Ger- 
many on’ Friday, along with the 
great, Hazleton, which was bought at 
the Old Glory auction sale last week 
by another German trainer. 

There was considerable surprise 
at the announcement of the sale, 
which was made by W. H. Cane, 
owner of the Good Time Stable of 
Goshen, N. Y. While it was known 
that Cane had determined to centre 
his activities on his famous stable 
of 2-year-olds to be trained by the 
veteran Walter Cox, it was not be- 
lieved that he would dispose of the 
sterling colt which had headed his 
stable this year and which was 
looked upon by owners and breeders 
as a high-class racer and a poten- 
tially valuable stock horse. 


Deal Closed at Goshen. 


Negotiations for the sale had been 
going on for more than a week and 
were closed yesterday at Goshen. 
Walter Dear has a record of 2:02%. 
The price paid for the colt, while not 
the highest in recent years in this 
country, is the largest that has been 
obtained from a foreign buyer by an 
American breeder in a good many 
years.

Rates. Are Loweréd—Rail- 
road Bonds Higher. 





Possibly, the most significant devel- 
opment in yesterday’s financial mar- 
kets, coincident with the resumption 
of trading in securities after a four 
day recess, was the further relaxa- 
tion in monéy rates, with time funds 
for all maturities marked down to 
44%-4% per cent, and with an active 
demand from banks for commercial 
paper and acceptances. Coming on 
the heels of the Dec. 1 dividend and 
interest payments, which usually 
‘cause a momentary tightening of the 
call rate, demand funds were to be 
had at 4% per cent at the Exchange 
loan desk and 3% per cent outside. 

No better evidence that the reser- 
voirs of credit at the money centres 
are full to overflowing could be had 
than this continued relaxation of the 
rates, and the quite evident anxiety 
of prospective lenders to find em- 
ployment for their funds. It is, of 
course, the natural sequel to the tre- 
mendous liquidation which has taken 
place in securities. The backlog is 
such a large one that bankers con- 
fidently express the opinion that the 
present level of charges for credit 
will obtain for several months. Even 
the demands at the year end, when 
dividend and interest payments are 
large, and when some $200,000,000 or 
more will go out to the country to 
supply the needs for holiday cur- 
rency, are not expected to bring the 
usual momentary strain. 

After the long holiday in the 
security markets they resumed at 
about the same level and pace at 
which they had left off. Yesterday’s 
trading was characterized by irregu- 
larity and quietude, without any 
apparent change in the apathetic 
attitude toward the market of the 
general public. The day on the 
Stock Exchange was one of alter- 
nating strength and weakness, but 
with what Wall Street calls the 
“dips and bulges’ confined to a 
narrow range. Amusement stocks, 
for instance, lost a few points in the 
morning and regained most of these 
losses in the afternoon. One of the 
blue-chip issues whipped forward for 
a 25-point gain. In the main, how- 
ever, it was just such a market as 
is the consequence of professional 
trading, with generally small and 
inconsequential results all along the 
line. Probably the explanation for 
the backing and filling of stocks at 
the present time is that the market 
is engaged in consolidating and di- 
gesting the advances which have 
taken place on the recovery. 

The bond market was the most in- 
teresting department of trading on 
the Stock Exchange yesterday, and 
the attention given first class rail- 
road securities, for instance, brought 
a good response. It was the “next 
to the rail’ issues which were most 
in demand, and possibly this may be 
traced directly back to the present 
cheapness of money. There is usually 
a good reinvestment demand evident 
at this time of the year too, of which 
yesterday’s inquiry for first class of 
bonds may be a preliminary indica- 
tion. It is seldom that large-scale 
investors await the actual maturity 
date of their holdings before cast- 
ing about for a new vehicle. Thus 
far, bankers are unable to trace any 
material change in investment or 
speculative characteristics, due to 
the October-November break. Prob- 
ably there will be none, or if there 
is, such shifting about will be so 
gradual as to go unnoted. 

In other directions, the markets 
were humdrum affairs, without par- 
ticular importance or significance. 
The commodities moved within an 
exceptionally narrow range, the deal- 
ings, as on the Stock Exchange, be- 
ing small and fluctuations represent- 
ing merely the. splashing about. of 
professionals, seeking a profit, even 
though it be a small one. The per- 
sistency with which the franc fluc- 
tuates about the gold export point 
suggests in some banking quarters 
that further shipments of metal will 
be made from the United States to 
France as opportunity presents. Like- 
ly it means the withdrawal of credits 
which have accumulated here during 
the last few months, which France 
will elect to take in bullion, further 
augmenting her already large gold 
stock.

Stock Exchange Loans. 


The monthly brokers’ loans figures 
compiled by the New York Stock Ex- 
change are expected this afternoon.

These events had 
had their climax in the decision of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion finally to take up the duty im- 
posed upon it in 1920 by submitting 
a plan of consolidation to Congress.

Banking Pool Holds Stock. 


The monthly review of the National 
City Bank, explaining the activities 
of the bankers’ pool during the mar- 
ket slump, contained several signifi- 
cant statements, but one in particu- 
lar encouraged holders of stocks. Re- 
ferring to the pool’s operations, the 
review said: ‘‘It [the pool] is not 
liquidated, but in view of the char- 
acter of the stocks held, there is rea. 
son to believe that at the end the 
loss, if any, will be small.’’ Brokers 
interpreted this statement as an in- 
dication that the stock held by the 
pool would not be disposed of qn 
each minor rally, thus acting, as a 
damper on the market, The brokers 
arrived at this conclusion on the 
theory that the National City Bank’s 
statement implied that the pool’s 
stock would not be disposed of for 
some time. In addition, the financial 
community is paying some attention 
to a report that the pool’s stock may 
be disposed of privately, to avoid

Power Output Gains. 


The Geological Survey finds that 
continued gains in the production of 
electricity by public utility companies 
continued in October, the gain over 
the same month last year being more 
than 600,000,000 kilowatt hours,, or 
12.7 per cent. The output in the 
month was produced 69 per cent by 
steam plants and 31 per cent by 
hydro-electric plants. The monthly 
total and the daily average output 
of 280,000,000 kilowatt hours both set 
high records for any month in his- 
tory.

The Outlook for Municipal Bonds. 

The brisk demand for tax-exempt 
bonds which has ruled for the last 
few weeks, with consequent deple- 
tion of the current lists of offerings 
of many municipal bond dealers, has 
sharpened competition for new issues 
scheduled by municipalities through- 
out the country. However, dealers 
are beginning to view with some ap- 
prehension the heavy schedule of new 
issues to be awarded later in the 
month, as it is felt that if too many 
municipalities seek to take advantage 
of the higher prices now prevailing, 
levels will back down automatically 
and the problems of distribution will 
be increased appreciably.

Monthly Review Alege, Says Money 
Rates Here Do Not Indicate Con- 
ditions. Throughout Nation. 





The figures for the detline in 
brokers’ loans, showing’ a’ reduction 
of almost one-half, from , $6,801;000,- 
000 on Oct. 16 to $3,450,000,000 on 
Nov. 27, taken by themselves, offer 
a misleading impression as to the 
changes‘ in ‘the volume of' security 
loans for the country as-a whole, ac- 
cording to the monthly review of 
credit and business conditions by the 
Federal Reserve Agent, made public 
last night by the Federal Reserve 
Bank of New York. 

A very large amount of loans 
_—— Pigg ig hres review reports, 
is made, not ap ook brokerage 
"houses, but b isa directly to their 
customers. ese loans, the availa- 
ble-. evidence indicates, have: in- 
creased rather than decreased. 
Hence the total security loans of the 
reporting member banks have shown 
no net decrease from Oct. 16, despite 
the reduction in bank loans _ to 
brokers...

Easier Credit in New York. 

“The rapid easing in the money 
position in the past two months was 
at-first to an unustial degree confined 
to New York City,’’ the review reads. 
For causes which are not wholly 
ascertainable, but which probably 
include calls for margin when stock 
prices were declining, and more re- 


cently investments by out-of-town 
buyers, the tendency for funds to 
flow toward New York was s0 con- 
siderable that the surplus funds 
which appeared in the money market 
did not at first easily find their way 
to other parts of the country. 

“During the major part of the 
month of November the New York 
city banks, after liquidating almost 
all of their indebtedness to the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank of New York, 
held reserves considerably in excess 
of the requirements. As usual, when 
their reserves are excessive, the 
banks were ready to sell or lend 
these excesses to other banks on a 
day-to-day basis, and the rates at 
which such sales were made indicate 
the extent to which surplus funds 
were available. On a number of 
days during the month of November 
these surplus’ funds,’ quoted in the 
market as Federal funds, were sold 
at rates as low as 1% or 2 per cent, 
Under these circumstances, a num- 
ber of out-of-town banks borrowed 
these funds. from the. New York 
banks on a day-to-day basis, and 
used them to reduce their indebted- 
ness at their reserve banks, In this 
way the amount of surplus funds in 
New York was gradually reduced 
toward the end of the month and the 
quotation for Fedéral funds rose to 
4% per cent.’’ 


Gold Export in November. 


Touching on the development of an 
outward movement of gold of con- 
siderable proportions in November, 
the review compares the present situ- 
ation with that in 1927. 

‘'The rapid change in this country 
from an import to an export move- 
ment of gold,’’ the review says, ‘‘is 
in some respects comparable to the 
change which took place in 1927. 
From January through August, 1927, 
there were net imports of $146,800, 000 
of gold; then a reversal set in and 
from September through December 
exports totaled $140,700,000. This 
change accompanied a rapid easing 
of money rates in this country rela- 
tive to rates abroad.’’ 

Earnings of 220 industrial and 
mercantile companies showed net 
profits for the third quarter 17 per 
cent larger than those of the corre- 
sponding — arter of 1928, the review 
reports. is was a considerably 
smaller increase over a year ago 
was.reported in the. preceding six 
months, when the increase averaged 
well above 30 per cent. 

The trend of industry in general 
continued downward in October, the 
review says, and the majority of the 
Reserve Bank’s indexes showed de- 
clines from September, after allow- 
ances for the usual seasonal changes,

Acquisition of the properties and 
assets of the Pacific Coast Steel Com- 
pany and Southern California Iron 
and: Steel Company by the Bethlehem 
Steel 
yesterday at the New York offices 
of the company, following receipt of 
a statement from E. G. Grace, pres- 
ident, issued in San Francisco. The 
official statement said that the com- 
panies had been acquired through 
one of the subsidiary companies of 
Bethlehem. 

One of the original companies in 
the formation of the Bethlehem 
Corporation in 1904 was the Union

The new companies will add 380,000 
gross tons a year to the ingot capaci- 
ty of the Bethlehem mills.

‘PUT AND CALL’ DRIVE 


Washburn Acts to Curb What 
He Terms Latest Development 
Among Bucket Shops. 








GETS SHOW CAUSE WRIT 


—— 





Motion for Injunction Against E. A. 
Randotph & Co. Will Be 
Argued Friday. 





Assistant State Attorney General 
Watson Washburn, in charge of the 
Bureau of Securities, 74 Trinity 
Place, announced yesterday that his 
office had opened a drive against 
fraudulent ‘‘put and call’’ houses. 
This, he said, was the latest develop- 
ment among bucketshops. 

As a first step in the drive Deputy 
State Attorney General Mackey 
Rackow submitted to Supreme Court 
Justice Edward Riegelmann, in 
Brooklyn, an affidavit urging that 
E. A. Randolph & Co., at 29 Broad- 
way, be enjoined temporarily from 
further operations. Justice Riegel- 
mann signed a show-cause order for 
a temporary injunction and the ap- 
pointment of a receiver pending 


trial. The motion will be argued on 
Friday in the Supreme Court, Brook- 


lyn. 

Mr. Rackow’s affidavit set forth 
that the Randolph company and its 
members charged service fees rang- 
ing from $5 to $25, which corre- 
spond to brokers’ fees, 
vice without actually selling any se- 
curities or making any deliveries. 
“This,’’ said Mr. Rackow, ‘‘is 
simply another form of gyping the 
public. The firm promiscd large prof- 
its on small investments. represent- 
ing that a profit of $500 could be 


for this ser-| 


made on an investment as small as 
$25. The officers of the firm have 
admitted that they handled many 
transactions without actually han- 
dling stock.”’ 

The affidavit was said to be based 
on sworn testimony taken at a hear- 
ing conducted by Mr. Washburn and 
a Rackow at the Bureau of Secur- 

es. 

‘‘Many bucketshop operators,”’ said 
Mr. Washburn, ‘‘formerly had a ‘put 
and call’ business. We believe that 
a good manv of them are now turn- 
ing to the ‘put and call’ business ex- 
clusively. Complaints against this 
type of fraudulent brokerage house 
have been coming into this office in 
increasing numbers.”’ 
| Certain ‘‘gyp’’ houses, according to 
Mr. Washburn, are able to carry on 
this type of bucketshop operations 
because they do business through 
the mails with customers in all sec- 
tions of the country. The statement 
that fraudulent ‘‘put and _ call’ 
houses are using the mails leaves the 
matter open for the United States 
Attorney to proceed against them as 
he has against other bucketshops for 
use of the mails to defraud. 

The ‘‘put and call’’ business, when 
properly conducted, is wholly legiti- 
mate. It is a form of insurance 
which enables the holder to limit his 
loss and to know what he will lose. 
Most of the trading in England is 
done on ‘‘put and call’’ and respon- 
sible houses use the system here. 
The investor’s protection is a proper 
guarantee by a member of the New 
York Stock Exchange. 


MONTGOMERY WARD GAINS. 


$29,851,303 Sales in November, 
17.3% Larger Than Year Ago. 


Montgomery Ward & Co. report 
sales in November as $29,851,303, 
against $25,456,106 in November, 1928, 
an increase of 17.3 per cent.

|tion to anticipate a slight reduction 
lin the annual crop estimate from 
‘Washington on next Monday re- 
lstrained professional selling opera- 
tions, while trade price fixing in 
December exerted a sustaining influ- 
jence on the market. Owing to the 
character of advices from mill quar- 
ters, the volume of buying was re- 
|stricted both here and in New Or- 
‘leans. Exports increased to 68,000 
‘bales as'a result of month-end clear- 
‘ances from Southern ports. 
| Though prices in Liverpool declined 
before the local opening and Man- 
chester advices reflected only moder- 
|ate forward buying, absence of De- 
_'cember contracts created resistance 
in both American markets. Near 
|months in New Orleans recovered an 
‘initial loss and so few contracts were 
forthcoming from hedging quarters 
that prices in New Orleans and New 
‘York strengthened for a time. Com- 
‘paratively few hedges have been sup- 
lied recently, cutting down the float- 
)ing quantity of contracts for covering 
| purposes. 

Advices from several mill quarters 
indicate cotton waste has been in- 
,creased by the character of this 
‘year’s crop, raising manufacturing 
costs when goods prices are being 
reduced. Curtailment was reported 
from Rhode Island. 
| According to the South Carolina 
Cooperative Association, deliveries 
thus far this season are about double 
those of last year. The action of the 
Farm Board in making loans through 
State organizations only has permit- 
ted these associations to make more 
liberal advances and tended to in- 
crease the amount of cotton being 
handled

Edison Sees Outlook for Business as ‘F air’; 
He Has-Found a Plant to Produce Rubber

WEST ORANGE, N. J., Dec. 2.— 
Thomas A. Edison gave a. one-word 
opinion on business conditions to- 
day. That word was ‘‘Fair.”’” He 
gave it in answer to one of several 


questions asked him about industry 
in general, about his rubber experi- 
ments and about the winner of his 
recent schoolboy contest, who, he 
revealed, is 1! with scarlet fever. 

On Thursday Mr. and Mrs, Edison 
will go to Fort Worth, Fla., for the 
Winter—the earliest the inventor has 
ever gone South. He will continue 
his rubber experiments there. To- 
day’s questions and his answers 
were: 

‘In your opinion, what is the busi- 
ness outlook for this Winter?’’ 

“Fair,’’ Mr. Edison wrote. 

‘‘Have you found one plant or more 
which will produce a satisfactory 
amount of rubber for commercial 
purposes?” 

‘Yes.’ 

“Are you going to conduct any 
other major experiments this year?’’ 

“T am conducting several other ex- 
periments, some of which have been 
in progress for severa] years but not 
yet commercial.’’ 


‘‘What reports do you get from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech 
nology about Wilber Huston?’’ 

“T get no reports. He is down with 
scarlet fever and is quarantined, with 
thirty other students.”’ 

Huston is the boy from Seattle, 
Wash., who won the Edison scholar- 
ship contest several months ago. 





EAST ORANGE, N. J., Dec. 2.— 
Garrett Hardin, 15-year-old junior in 


the Bowen High School of Chicago, 
was conducted through the shops and 
laboratories of the Edison factories 
here today by Mr. Edison. Hardin, 
a student in the English department 
of the Bowen High School, won a 
contest, sponsored by The Chicago 
Daily News, offering a trip to New 
York, interview with Mr. Edison, a 
trip through the Edison laboratories 
and a trip to Washington to the 
writer of the best essay of 500 words 
on what the writer regarded as the 
greatest of Edison’s inventions. 

Aided by his teachers, Hardin wrote 
a composition on the invention of 
the electric light. 








WAGNER SEES HOOVER 
TO AID NAVY WORKERS 


Afterward Senator Expresses 
Confidence That Brooklyn Yard 
Will Retain Its Men.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Confi- 
dence that no workmen would be 
thrown out of employment at the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard was expressed 


2 Senator Robert F. Wagner of New 
ork after a conference with Presi- 
dent Hoover at the White House to- 
day. According to the Senator 
enough repair work will be given to 
the yard to keep the men employed. 

“I am satisfied the President will 
not ask private business to do some- 
thing he will not ask the gavernment 
to do,’’ Senator Wagner said, allud- 
ing to Mr. Hoover’s recent pleas that 
private enterprise retain workmen at 
their tasks. 

There had been a prospect, Mr. 
Wagner continued, that about 1,000 
men would be laid off at the Brook- 
lyn yard some time near Christmas, 
and another 800 early next year. Now 
he was ‘‘very confident,’’ he said, 
that nothing of the kind could 
happen. 

Senator Wagner alluded to the con- 
sequences that might ensue if men 
skilled in naval construction work 
were forced to leave the yard and 
were distributed throughout various 
other industries. He did not know, 
‘he said, whether the cruiser con- 
struction might be ultimately under- 
taken at the yard, but he asserted 
that if the London Naval Conference 
is not successful, and the cruiser 
work consequently necessitated, it 
might be very difficult to get the 
necessary trained workmen together. 

Praise for Mr. Hoover’s efforts to 
balance the economic situation was 
expressed by Senator Wagner. He 
recalled that in a Senate speech, last 
Winter, he emphasized the necessity 
of a constant survey of unemploy- 
ment. and of long-range planning by 
private business and the government. 


CALLS FEAR A TRADE PERIL 


Prof. Fisher Says No Permanent 
Ill Need Follow Stock Crash. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Dec. 2.— 
Leaders of business and industry 
are exercising courage and sound 
common sense to prevent fear en- 
gendered by the Wall Street decline 
from spreading behind the line of 
national prosperity, Professor Irving 
Fisher, Yale economist, told 300 busi- 
ness men and women at a Chamber 
of Commerce luncheon today. 

Professor Fisher said that if busi- 
ness leaders will realize that the pur- 
chasing power based upon. stock 
earnings has been not destroyed, but 
transferred to other hands, no per- 
manent ill effects of the market 
crash will be experienced. 

President Hoover, he declared, is 
pursuing the right course in his 
campaign against reduced employ- 
ment and productivity. 

Two courses are open, Professor 
Fisher said—to proceed with courage 
and confidence in the great promise 
of the industrial and business future 
or to succumb to the false fear 
which the break in stocks might set 
up in business and industry. 








Egypt’s Cotton Crop Gains. 

ROME, Dec. 2 (®).—The Interna- 
tional Institute of Agriculture has re- 
ceived a telegram from the Egyptian 
Government estimating cotton pro- 
duction in Egypt at 355,660 metric 
tons. (A metric ton is 2,204.62 
pounds). This exceeds last year’s 
production, which was 352.600 metric 
tons, and is considerably over the 
average annual production of 319.100 
metric tons for the last five years.

M’ADOO OPENS INQUIRY 
ON COMPENSATION LAW 


One Employer Arrested, Warrants 
Oat for Four—Miss Perkins 
Asks Jail for Violators. 


Acting on charges preferred by State 
Industrial Commissioner Frances 


Perkins and representatives of the 
Attorney General’s office against 260 
employers, Chief Magistrate William 
McAdoo yesterday opered an investi- 
gation into alleged violations of the 
workmen’s compensation laws. As 
a result of the first hearing one em- 
ployer was ordered arrested, deci- 
sion on eight others was reserved 
until today and warrants were issued 
for four more who had ignored sub- 
poenas. 

The man arrested was Joseph 
Cohen, 29 years old, of 256 West 
Seventieth Street. He conducts a 
tailoring establishmemt at 230 West 
Thirty-ninth Street and is accused 
of maintaining a staff of three mea 
without carrying compensation in- 
surance for them. 

Commissioner Perkins appeared at 
the hearing and brought with her 
a woman and four men who were 
crippled while working for non- 
insured employers and have there- 
fore gone uncompensated. The com- 
missioner said that the 260 employ- 
ers on the list were approximately 
half of the total number found with- 
out compensation coverage in Greater 
New York in October. She told the 
magistrate that there were 11,000 
employes in the State not insured 
as they should be, and declared that 
in the 2,500 cases where awards were 
made last year, only 25 per cent 
were paid. 

Miss Perkins told the court that* 
the Labor Devartment could not cope 
with the situation unless the courts 
gave active assistance by imposing 
jail sentences even in cases where 
no injuries had occurred. She advo- 
cated an amendment to the law to 
provide a mimium as well as a maxi- 
mum penalty for failure to provide 
insurance. 

The hearing will be resumed in 
Chief Magistrate McAdoo’s office at 
2:30 o'clock this afternoon.

.wember of last year, although slight- 
‘ly greater than in the longer month 
_of October, according to reports re- 
ceived by Bradstreet’s. The report 
remarks that the relative size of the 
“liabilities last month may be attrib- 
-uted mainly to the suspension of a 
“few banks which were unable to 
“weather the depression of securities. 
“ In November there were 1,536 fail- 
ures, and liabilities totaled $53,859,- 
396, less by 2 per cent and six-tenths 
of 1 per cent respectively than in 
the same month last year. In Octo- 
“per failures of 1,511 concerns were 
reported, with liabilities amounting 
-to $29,506,176. 

This year to Nov. 30 there were 
°17,851 failures reported, with lia- 
bilities of $553,038,970. This repre- 
sents a decrease of 4.5 per cent in 
the number of failures from the cor- 
responding period last year, but an 
increase of 17.4 per cent in the total 
liabilities.

BIG DEPOSITS OF TIN 
FOUND IN CANADA 


Ontario’s Geological Officer Says 
Tests Show Signs Similar to 
Those of English Mines. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TORONTO, Ont., Dec. 2.+A large 
body of chromite has been discov- 
ered close to the main line of the 
Canadian National Railways, about 
thirty miles west of Lake Nipigon, 
and is already under United States 
control, having been taken up by 
the Consolidated Chromium Corpo- 


ration, recently formed by Golden 
Centre Mines, Inc., and Charles V. 
Bob & Co. of New York. 

The industries that are affected 
fundamentally by the finding of the 
chromite, the mineral from which 
the metal chromium is derived, are 
those concerned with the manufac- 
ture of alloy steels and _ rustless 
irons. Mining engineers who have 
just returned from the property say 
the deposit appears to be the largest 
of its kind in the western hemisphere. 
It occurs in a. peridotitic intrusive 
about three and a half miles long by 
three-quarters of a mile wide at its 
widest point. The Canadian Govern- 
ment and the Canadian National 
Railways have rendered valuable 
assistance to the enterprise from the 
beginning and they give assurance 
of continued cooperation. 

Production of pig iron in Canada 
in October at 91,409 tons was slightly 
under the output of 98,816 tons re- 
ported for September, but compared 
favorably with 93,186 tons produced 
in October a year ago, according to 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics. 
Output of basic iron advanced to 
63,011 tons from 55,194, and of malle- 
able iron to 9,084 tons from 6,141, 
while ) eater of foundry iron 
dropped to 19,314 tons from 37,481. 

For the ten months ended Oct. 31 
production of pig iron amounted to 
921,096 tons, 10 per cent more than 
the 838,659 tons made in the first 
ten months of last year. This year’s 
output to date included 676,252 tons 
of basic iron, 192,348 of foundry and 
62,496 of malleable. In the corre- 
sponding period of 1928 the output 
was 591,274 tons of basic iron, 174,715 
of foundry and 722,670 of malleable. 

“The last year has been one of 
great activity in the mining indus- 
try,’’ said Sir James Woods, vice 
president, at the annual meeting of 
the Imperial Bank of Canada. ‘‘The 
value of mineral production for the 
Dominion for 1929 shows an increase 
of about 11 per cent over that of the 
previous year, notwithstanding the 
steady advance in the mining indus- 
try, in regard to value of the output 
as well as to amount id in divi- 
dends, the period has been one of 
unprecedented fluctuation in the 
prices of mining stocks. 

‘There has been an increase in the 
value of most mine products during 
the current year. This is most marked 
in the case of copper and nickel. In 
the former this is due to the in- 
creased output of the furnaces and 
in a measure to the higher prevailing 
prices of copper during the present 
year. 


THE CUSTOMS COURT. 


Hearings Resumed on Japanese 
Silk Piece Goods Case—Bar 


Recovery for Error. 





After an interval of four months, 
during which attorneys for the im- 
porters made a trip to Japan to 
gather additional evidence, the U. S. 
Customs Court yesterday resumed 
hearings ?n the suit by importers of 
Japanese silk piece goods for the re- 
covery of between $3,000,000 and $4,- 
000,000 in duties paid by them, since 
1922. The question has been liti- 
gation since the government ruled 
that the merchandise should be ap- 
praised on a foreign market value 
basis. The ruling added 10 per cent 
to the value on which duty was as- 
sessed because it included an inter- 
nal consumption tax of that amount 
levied by the Japanese Government 
against such piece goods sold in 


Japan.

An error in judgment on the part 
of a broker’s clerk cannot be termed 
a clerical error within the meaning 
of Section 489 of the tariff act, a de- 
cision handed down by the Customs 
Court yesterday held. The decision 
bars J. J. McQuillan, customs broker, 
of Savannah, Ga., from recovering 
the additional duty he was forced to 
pay when one of his clerks failed to 
make certain allowable deductions on 
an entry of merchandise.

SEEKS A REVISION 
OF ATR MAIL LINES 


Brown Will Ask Congress for 
Authority to Consolidate 
the Service. 








PLANS SOME NEW ROUTES 





Other Short Lines Would Be Ex- 
tended or Combined to Cut Cost 
$3,000,000 a Year.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Deter- 
mined to rewrite the domestic air 
mail map and effect a saving or 
$3,000,000 annually in government 
payments for the transportation of 
the air mail, Postmaster General 
Brown is ready to ask Congress for 
authority to extend and consolidate 
existing air mail routes into an eco- 
nomic whole. 

The Postmaster General, who dis- 


closed his plans today, said that he 
would then extend the present sys- 
tem by authorizing vital new routes 
as well as air mail service along ex- 
isting air passenger routes. 

He would also either consolidate 
existing short lines which are now 
deemed too costly with existing 
trunk routes, or extend them into 
new territory not now served, and 
thus build up routes which are effi- 
cient from an economic standpoint. 

Instead of presenting his requests 
formally to Congress, the Postmaster 
General, in recent conferences with 
members of that body, outlined his 
plans and the extent of new authori- 
ty required, as a result of which 
legislation carrying out his proposals 
is expected to be presented soon. 

‘‘We are faced with two alterna- 
tives,’? Mr. Brown said. ‘‘Either we 
must wait out the four-year periods 
of the contracts and then, if unable 
to rearrange the system into an eco- 
nomic whole by agreement with con- 
tractors, readvertise the routes we 
think best fitted to serve the coun- 
try or else through added authority 
from Congress, and by agreement 
with the operators, thaw out the 
frozen map now, and create new 
systems which will be able to give 
the utmost service at the least pos- 
sible cost which is fair to both the 
government and the operators.’’ 

The Postmaster General said he 
was not anxious to take upon him- 
self the responsibility of supervising 
the consolidation and extension of 
routes. 

“The job must be done, however, 
and it would be far better for the 
operators if the job were given to me 
rather than to the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, which has similar 
authority over rail lines,’’ he said. 
Air mail operators have recently 
vigorously opposed suggestions that 
they be subjected to regulation by 
the commission. 

Mr. Brown disclosed that the de- 
partment, anticipating authority to 
present to the operators a plan for 
revamping the air mail network, had 
worked out a basis for contracts with 
the carriers. 

The new basis for compensatiou 
will be similar to that now in force 
in the compensation of railroads for 
carrying mail and computed upon a 
space and mileage basis instead of 
on the present pound-mileage basis. 

Two of the new routes which the 
Postmaster General has determined 
to open will reach from New York: 
one a new southern transcontinental 
route with a Western’ terminus, 
probably at Los Angeles, and the 
other a route connecting New York 
and St. Louis through Pittsburga, 
Columbus and Indianapolis. 

It is proposed to work out a new 
set-up a a New York-Bos 
ton and the bany-Cleveland ser- 
vices, now operated by Colonial Air- 


ways. 
It is ssible that the Colonial 
system, in return for an extension 


of the Albany-Cleveland route into 
Boston and the development of this 
route into a Boston-Chicago service, 
may be asked to relinquish the New 
York-Boston route, which would be 
made an extension of the present 
transcontinental service. 

Similarly, the Postmaster General 
is considering the extension of the 
present Cleveland-Pittsburgh route 
over the mountains to Washington 
and thence to Newport News, Va.

POWER SHOW OPENS 
AS ENGINEERS MEET 


2,000 Mechanical Experts Hear 
Technical Discussions and 
View Exhibits. - 








NEW INVENTIONS SHOWN 





Acid-Resisting Metal, Ingenious 
Electric Gauge and Air Purifier 
Attract Attention. 





As the fiftieth annual convention 
of the American Society of Mechani- 
cal Engineers began yesterday in the 
Engineering Societies. Building, 29 
West Thirty-ninth Street, the Na- 
tional Exposition of Power and Me- 
chanical Engineering opened at the 
Grand Central Palace. 

More than 2,000 delegates from the 
United States and Canada are at- 
tending the convention and power 
show. The number will be increased 
tomorrow, when the American Society 
of Refrigerating Engineers holds its 
twenty-fifth anniversary meeting at 
the Hotel Pennsylvania and the 
Power ‘Transmission Association 
gathers at the Hotel Commodore. 

At the mechanical engineers’ meet- 
ings yesterday a number of papers 


were read dealing with various tech- 
nical subjects. 


A. Nadai of the research depart- 
ment of the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Company and 
former Professor of Applied Me- 
chanics at the University of Got- 
tingen, Germany, in discussing ‘‘The 
Mechanics of the Plastic State of 
Metals,’”’ said the terms ‘‘solid’’ and 
“‘fluid,’? which serve in mechanics, 
physics and chemistry to differen- 
tiate the states of aggregation of 


matter, are in some cases insuffi- 
cient, especially if the behavior of 
matter under high pressures mele | 
from all directions or under elevate 
temperatures is considered. He said: 


Describes Slow Changes. 


“Cases frequently arise in which 
a gradual change from solid state 
into another state can be observed 
and the bedies change their shape 
permanently and continuously to a 
considerable amount without appre- 
ciable increase in the forces at work. 
Certain substances, for example bitu- 
minous solids, are known which 
have no definite melting point and 
which gradually — in shape at 
temperatures at which they usually 
are considered as solids. Thus, hard 
asphalt may flow out of an over- 
turned barrel if sufficient time is 
allowed for the action of the weight 
of the mass to accelerate the par- 
ticles thereof. 

“From these observations it must 
be concluded that all solid materials, 
even the strongest metals, like steel, 
or brittle materials, like marble or 
sandstone, with exceptions, may, un- 
der favorable mechanical conditions, 
tic state—in which permanent defor- 
tic stage—in which permanent defor- 
mations of considerable magnitude 
may be produced in them.”’ 

C. Richard Soderberg of Vesteris, 
Sweden, analyzed the factor of 
safety in structures. 

“Popularly, the word failure, when 
applied to the qualities of strength in 
an engineering structure,’’ he de- 
clared, ‘‘signifies a disastrous event, 
such as a boiler exploding or a bridge 
falling down. Technically, the word 
failure signifies a cession of the 
proper functioning of the structure;

Many Exhibits at Power Show. 


New inventions, huge power ma- 
chines, many occupying more space 
than the average city apartment, un- 
usual machinery designed for special 
use, precision instruments, new met- 
als, important chemicals, heating 
plants and other power developments 
feature the power exposition in the 
Grand Central Palace. 

Inventions ‘shown at the exposition 
make clear that fuel now produces 
more than twice as much power as 
it did ten years ago. The exhibits 
indicate that while there has been a 

eat expansion of industry, there 

as been a corresponding increase of 
power, but that the use of coal for 
producing power has decreased pre- 
portionately. 

Among the exhibits is a new metal, 
named durimet, a steel that resists 
sulphuric acid and will not rust or 
become otherwise tarnished. It 
takes a high polish and is to be used 
next year in the manufacture of au- 
tomobiles, for radio caps, radiator 
shells, hub caps, &c. 

Another exhibit is a new water- 
proof, dustproof cable which is im- 
pervious to acid and other forms of 
decay. When compressed at any 
point of its length, the cable turns 
on. a light, throws a switch, sounds 
a si and does the many things 
fore required of a button con- 
tact or switch. 

Still another invention is an elec- 
tric gauge that operates independent- 
ly of the human sense of touch. It is 
designed for measuring the bore of 
a crank-pin hole. By slight changes 
it can be used for external diameter 
measurements. 

Another machine 
which ‘‘weather is manufactured.’’ 
It cleanses, warms, humidifies and 
circulates the air in buildings.

Frelinghuysen’s Position Unchanged. 

Disclaiming any knowledge of a re- 
port that he might. be appointed Sec- 
retary of War, former Senator Fre- 
linghuysen of New Jersey reiterated 
yesterday his intention to run fér the 
Republican nomination for Senator 
against Ambassador Morrow - next 
year. Mr. Frelinghuysen said he 
knew nothing about the report that 
President Hoover might appoint him 
to succeed the late Secretary Good 
and thus avert a primary fight. 

“T can only say that I am a candi- 
date for the nomination for United 
States Senator for the long term. 
My position in that respect hasn't 
changed in the slightest degree,’’ Mr. 
Frelinghuysen said. 

In New Jersey Republican circles 
it was regarded as unlikely that 
President Hoover would offer Mr. 
Frelinghuysen appointment as 
retary of War. Such an appoint- 
ment, it was said, would be displeas-
